THINNING OUT THB 
WHISKY STILLS. 


A TT ALTE AD 


Interesting Tales of the Hunt for Mountain Dew 
By the Revenue Men-— Desperate Battles With 
the Crocked Whisky Clans—O!ld Berrong, 

King of the Moonshiners, 


Wasurxscros, October 30.—The recent 
troubles with manufacturers of illicit whisky 
in Georgia and Tennessee, the revenue officers 
say, Were only. small affairs, and do not indi- 
cate that the business has seen a revival. The 
mooushiner of the desperate kind may be said 

» have had hisday, and the bloody advyen- 
tures in which he has figured will soon be ro- 
mantic episodes in the history of a bygone 
gereretion. The thrilling stories of whisky 
smuggling along the Scottish coast, which 
Wilson compiled in his “Tales of the Border,” 
do not surpass in bloo Cy cullawry the annals 
of moonthine raids in the United States in the 
casualty period from 1877 to 1851, wherein 
twenty-five revenue officers were killed and 
fifty-four wounded. The collisions between 
the wildcatters and government posses during 
those years revealed s startling clanship 
smong mountain desperadoes. Persistent 
hunting of the illicit makers of mountain dew 
and the destruction of their stills finally indi- 
cated such a determined policy of suppression 

thet recent years heave not been marked by 
irequcnt recurrences of murderous resistance. 
So many were the objections urged to the 
often undue crucity of the raics that amnesty 
became e fenture in the policy of treatment for 
in his 


ofienders. Yet the moonshiner revels 
mountain defile, and his dew is quafled all 
over those southern regions where tho -native 
; exhilaration than even lofty 
scenery supplies. In the Carolinas, Georgia 
end Tennessee the wildcat still abides in pros 
fugion and seclusion. 

The “independ: distiller’ has a very 
simple establishment. No ratirored line de- 
terminces its locstion, and no improved ma- 

chinery is introduced. In some mountain 
gorge, where the smoke from bis still imper- 
ceptibly mingles with the atmosphere before 
it escerds above the summits, he rears his 
rude leg cabin. Dense brushwood lines the 
eolitary path thet winds in toward the place. 
There must be a stream of water, and cold 
fpring water at thet. in which the worm may 
be submerged when the vapor is condensed 
into whisky. The copper still hasa capacity 
of but few gallons. COiten it isso small that, 
» reid is seented, the owner bears i 
on bis back. A-few mash tubs com- 
outfit. Corn meal for the mash is 
obtained from trusted persons. The village 
storekeeper supplies his share and receives the 
‘‘hlockade”’ waisky in return. But the thirsty 
netive also ¢ uies even the last peck that 
his bread, and gets 
glorious): the untaxed juice. Some- 
bimmeB tic moonshiner raises his own corn, and 
finds thatcheap laborcan be paid from his 
ulicit profits, and idleness secured for him- 
gelf. jie confides in his shiftless neighbors, 
aud on days when the low wine is ‘‘doubled”’ 
into whisky they congregate about, and ins« 
du’ge in the cheap decoction to whatever ex. 
tent their very limited smail change will per- 
mit. Mutual secresy is natural. Informing 
is never from high motives, but only when in- 
fuit impels a revenge that banishes the 
thought cf the personal loss of whisky, or 
when ® government reward captures cupidia 
ty. The moonehiner is wary. Not only does 
he Late the informer with a passion thai foro- 
bodes eventual desth, but hecharitebly seeks 
to save bim from treachery. He gets him to 
chop some wocd for the still, to carry water, or 
do something else connected with the illegal 
work, and then his poor, ignorant mind is 
filled with discourses on the penalty of being 
an accomplice. 
The motive of the government raid is the 
enforcement ctlaw. Ifall the revenue out of 
which the government could have been de- 
frauded by these illicit stills had been collect- 
ed, it would not equal the cost oftheir sup- 
pression. The raids ere organized by collec- 
tore, 2nd only when some guidecan be found 
who will lead the posse to the place, There is 
no promiscuous search for the moonshiner, 
Some informer is first rewarded, and the exact 
Inir thus located. Former moonshiners have 
turned informers. In the Barker settlement in 
Georgia, a notorious old blockader, Hansard, 
gave as his only reason for betraying his 
neighbors that he had been on the other side 
long enough to find out that it did not pay. 
But the usual temptation is a $50 greenback. 
Woe betides the informer. Heis marked for 
removal, and the execration felt for him is not 
less than that known among the Irish peasan- 
try. Heis waylayed at night, and his corpse 
teils no tele tothe dawning sun. The federal 
efticial during the storm and stress period of 
the revenue raids, fared no better. The 
aroused moonshiner vented hisrage by muti- 
Jating stock, burning houses, and destroyin 
farm utensils. If the officer could be ioaboat 
into some remote spot he never left it alive. 
Even women, suspected of being guides, have 
been attacked by these disguised desperadoes 
ard beaten nearly to death, 
The chronicles of these raids furnish many a 
bloody chapter. The outlaws that figure in 
the encounters seem to fall short of true crimi- 
nals in character. The illicit distiller always 
baees his avocation upon a natural right to use 
bie own as be chooses. He embraces the no- 
tions of the Pennsylvania rebellionist in earlier 
days of the nation. Ignorant of the reason for 
an excise tax, he resists, and resistance with 
him is to the death. The wildcat distiller, 
standing defiant in hie mountain pass, misses 
the heroic qualities of a Leonidas, because 
cheap whisky brings sublimity down. He 
feels that he is unduly oppressed. His distil- 
lation is measured by a few gallons, while in 
nortbhesn cities he believes the illicit stills pro- 
duce immense quantities. The collector has a 
mercenary calculation of fees, and hence his 
errests are as numerous as possible. He cor- 
re's en ignorent, poverty-stricken band, who 
are too peor to maeke defense. The moon. 
shiner gresps all these oppressive features of 
raids, end they obscure the basic crime, which 
lies in his illegal making of whisky. 
The former kings of the alcohol traflic in 
these southern retreats have passed out of cur- 
rent history. Old Berrong, of the Hightower 
riverregion in Georgie, the villainous Red- 
mond in South Carolina, Campbell Morgan in 
Tennessee, Mullin North Carolina, have all 
abdicated. Morgen was one ofthe most des- 
perate blockaders who ever defied a federal 
osee. He hed a distillery in Jackson county, 
Tennetsee. ltstoodina hollow, surrounded 
by densely wooden hills. It was fortified, and 
had a menacing appearance. Thedoors were 
double lined, and portholes were seen from 
every side. Early in 1878 Deputy Marshal 
Davis, with a fully armed posse of eight, start- 
ed te capture this stropghoid. When the party 
came withis one hundred yards, Morgan hal- 
leed for them to halt, and threatened to kill 
the last man if they advanced. The posse 
‘pressed forward. Jnstantly the firing was 
cpened,and volley after volley was exchanged. 
The contest proved an unequal one, and Mor- 
gen begged for quarter. He was ordered to 
come out, and quickly obeyed. One of his 
arme was broken, and two fingers had been 
shot from his lett hand. His wounds were 
bandeged, and he was left alone while the 
work of destroying the still began. A perfect 
arsenal was found within. ~

Suspicion had 
become attacked ts them from their earlier 
complicity with illegel distilling in New York 
city. One night an old battered sloop was 
seen slowly hovering around Brooklyn, stop- 
ping at Hoboken for coal. Her cargo was mo- 
lasses, The revenue men followed her up the 
Hudson in a rowboat, and ten miles away sur- 
prised the operators of the stil]. Conviction 
followed. In their detective work about New 
Yerk city the revenue men became ex- 
perienced smeliers, and often in the dead 
calm ofthe night caught the aroma of fter- 
menting mash. Theshrewd distiller learned 
this clue, and the favorite place for his forbid- 
den work became the bone boiling establish- 
ments, where the odors overcame the tell-tale 
fumes of-whisky. The ears of these special! 
agents also grew attuned to the melodious 
eounds of driven bungs. 

There was one remarkable phase*ot the gov- 
ernment policy. Not only did revenue officers 
relentlessly hunt out the wildcatters of the 
south, end amass fees by wholesale arrests of 
destitute and illiterate accomplices, but they 
were the proselytizers of whisky gospel. By 
official circular they were instructed to en- 
courage the starting of legal distilleries. The 
government policy was not only to lay an ex- 
cise upon liquor, but to foster it that the reve- 
nue might be larger. It was.a national recog- 
nition that John Barleycorn is immortal.

Nove] Methods Adopted for Getting Rid of 
Pesky Rodents, 
From the Pittsburg Dispatch, 


Ina former article the natural history of 
our household companion, the sly old rat, was 
considered, as was also his timid, gentle little 
cousin, the “haus maus,” as the Germans 
call it. How to get rid of these, or at least 
what seems to us to be the su perabundance of 
them, is a cuestion which, although not of 
much interest to the naturalist, is often of ab- 
sorbing interest to the good housewife, or the 
dealer in such commodities as rats and mice 
most admire. 


The abundance of these pests is only an- 
other instance of disturbing what naturalists 
cal) the balance of nature, This balance is 


very nicely adjusted, and one very apt to be 
put. out of order by the interference of man. 
Uriginally we had no such animals, but as 
commerce extended they “came down unto 
us In ships,” and now have a foothold which 
all the poisons, rat- catchers, weasles, ferrets, 
owls and man himself can not dislodge. 

They sre such good scavengers that it may 
be they came here because some such animal 
Was necessary to crowded population. ‘Per- 
baps it is an example of the truthful priaciple 
of the survival of the fittest. What beast, 
bird or fish would do the work so well? The 
emount of garbage caten by them yearly may 
be counted by tons, but they are sometimes 
bold enough to purloin a bit of cheese, nibble 
pie crustor run away with a bank nota for 
their nests, we unite in condemning them 
whol@rale. 

_ They certainly do considerable damage at 
times, but it is not from a wanton desire to do 
evil, but only in pursuance ot the right claim- 
ed by all— health and the pursuit of happi- 
ners,’ 

The great trouble is that rodents multiply 
80 fest. Mother rat has as many as five fami- 
lies in a year, with from ten to fitteen chil- 
dren ata birth. Mousie breeds summer and 
winter, producing from four toten young. 
The young ones are very helpless at first, but 
are able to care for themselves in about two 
weeks. Mice are entirely naked at first,being 
wee little bodies with big blind eyes, feeling 
their way about their downy nests. Three of 
them would not quite fill alady’s thimble, 
and none buta fierce barbarian, or hardeat- 
hearted person, could destroy them in their 
innocent helplessness. However, so reckless 
and vorecious are the rats that many a family 
of mice, and young rats, too, for that matter, 
monet ad down the old rats’ capacious and 
cannibalistic maw. 

Not only dothe young suffer, but the old 
and feeble fall victims to the appetite of 
stronger relatives and friends, perhaps in imi- 
tation of a habit which prevails, or did pre- 
vail, in a tribe of South Sea Islanders. After 
a member of the tribe had lived out its useful- 
ness he was given a startof half an hour 
or so, whereupon the relatives started with 
clubs and spears to hunt the old man 
down. When captured he was killed and 
ecten on the spot. They said his exercise in 
endeavoring te escape rendered him tender 
and very much more palatable. If this habit 
prevailed here our e)mshouses would be re- 
garded as useless storehouses of valuable food, 
much as geme preserves are in England and 
other countries. 

PROFESSIONAL RAT CATCHERS. 

It requires all sorts of people to make a 
world. Just why some occupations are look- 
ed down upon and others regarded as high 
toned, isa question hard to answer. We have 
a few fools in this country who think it de- 
grading to be engaged in any business. They 
imagine they are of the nobility, and are not 
in trade, becaure it is “quite English, you 
knaw.” Itisprobably not the occupation, 
but the kind of people who choose a certain 
business which makes it disreputable. 

However this may be, there is a business car- 
ried on abroad of which we see but little, and 
know less. Thatis rat-catching. In London 
s rat-caicher has about as much business as 
he.can attend to, provided he understands it. 
An old book gives minute details of how it is 
done. The rat-catcher first examines the 
premises and notes the locality 
of every rat and mouse hole. He then selects 
a convenient cloret or small room not much 
jrequented, and to which the rodents have 
access. He ties a small piece of roasted cheese 
or_other favorite food toa string and drags it 
across the floor to this apartment, and spreads 
a littie food alopg the route and provides a 
banquet of oatmeal in the room. 

The first night a few find their way here,and 
are not disturbed. The next night many more 
come, and when as many come as the rat 
catcher thinks hacgn persuade he springs in- 
to the room, clo:-sthe exit, and procseds to 
slsy the assemb’sd company. All holes are 
then stopped wit. lime, acid, or other hurtful 
material, compounced with broken glass. 
This usually succeeds in ciearing the house. 
Probably the gres‘«st ski!l lies in being able 
to find the rat hoi.s and successiully stopping 
them. 

Poisons are now used to such an extent that 
the business: f the rat-catcher is almost ex- 
tinct, but in former days it was quite a busi- 
ness,and the men engaged in it were well 
known. An old English paper, speaking of 
ihe pests, refers to a method which was kept 
aeecret, remarkins: ‘“Itis much to be la- 
mented that Mr. iorsayeth’s secret is not 
given to the world, as it would then be possi- 
ble for us to get shut of every ratinthe king- 
dom, because after he hes been to a dwelling 
or werchouse no rats are seen there ever after~ 
ward.” 


SOME QUEER CUSTOMS. 

A most cruel practioe was for a long time. 
followed in Scotland—cruel, because useless. 
A mouse was caught and hung up alive by 
the tailin front of the fire, where it was 
allowed to slowly roast to death, it being sup- 
pesed that the poor creature’s shrieks and 


cries would frighten all others from the hous3. 


It is a credit to the human race that this Dar- 
bsrity was long ago discontinued. 

Some time ego seventy rats were caught in 
this city by spreading oat meal over the floor 
of a vacant room near one of our -large ware- 
bouses. The banqueters were not disturbed 
for several nighta, and atlast, when it was 
thought they. were “all present or accounted 
for,” a rush was mede for the hole where 
they hadentered. A few escaped, but when 
the hole was stopped two rat dogs were 
brought in and the seventy promptly left for 
that heppy land where oat meal is plentiful 
and sharp teeth scarce. 

Rats are very slow to go into a place where 
they or their triends have never been. The 
secret of getting s0 many together ina room 
is in allowing them to be in undisputed pos- 
ecesion for several nights. They have very 
sepsitive noses, and canscent the former 
presence of enemies in a place by footsteps 
which have long passed. The London rat- 
catchers were in the habit of rubbing some- 
thing on the soles of their shoes to deceive the 
wary rodent, and forthis reason rat traps 
could never be washed out or cleaned. 
It isa common practice to do so, and to bara 
paper in them, but if they are left just as they 
are more rats will be taken. It is a good idea 
to leave the first rat caught in a new trap for 
a day orso. When itis set again the rats will 
say: “Here is something toeat. It must be 
ali right, for other fellows have evidently 
been eating of it.” They are smart enough, 
but can be outwitted if taken on their own 
ground. 

Rat-catchers makea double fee, one for 
catching them and one again by selling them. 
In some of the dives of New York, rat matches 
area common amusement. A number are 
caught and put in a “pit,” and bets are made 
on how many adog can catchina certain 
time, er how fae it will take him to kill all. 
The rate are sodriven to bay that they fre- 
quently turn on the dog, and sometimes suc- 
ceed in killing himinstead.  _ 

A very disgusting sport is witnessed some- 
times in the rat-baiting line. It is for a man 
to go into the pit and kill the rats. He goes 
upon all fours and catches the rat in his teeth, 
it being againstthe rules for him to touch 
hand or foot tothem. They often succeed in 
killing twenty orthirty in this manner. A 
being who could make such a display of him- 
self is little better than a brute, and is worthy 
of aang buried by the roadsi here dogs

Life Among the Country People in Iceland—The 
Natives Devoted to Strong Dring and snuff 
How Folks Live, Dress and Frolic ‘in 
the Snow Clad Land of the Bear.

you be blessed. 

“That is the meaning of those familiar words 

Which men repeat at parting in the street.” 
And in one form or another are ever upon the 
lips ot the Icelander. Upen entering or leav- 
ing a store or house, parting with a friend, or 
meeting an entire stranger on the road, this 
sentiment is always expressed. The national 
sslutation is a kiss all round,triends and stran- 
gers alike, and in the country the custom is 
still followed, but like many other time-hons 
ored practices handed down from the days 
when Iceland, in several and great respects, 
was leading the world, this habit is fast disap- 


pearing at the capital. 

Itisthe rule of the road never to pass 4 
person without a salutation, and ip travelling 
one sees many affectionate greetings between 
the people, who, although very cordial to 
foreigners, have ceased, within the last few 
years, to extend their demonstrations toward 
them beyond the proffer ot the snuff horn or 
brandy bottle, or perbaps a piece of rock can« 
dy or a few raisins they may have in the re- 
cesses of their pockets. aa 

To see herny-visaged men, often without 
dismounting from their ponies, earnestly em~ 
brace and kiss oné another as affectionately 
as two parroquetis, strikes the stranger 
as decidedly icelandic; especially when, 
as in almost every case their 
upper lips ere crossed by two 
very prominent dark streake, the resulé of the 
frequent use of snuff. After bussing each 
other in good round style, one of them pro- 
duces a small horn, from which he empties at 
least a spoonful into his own large nostrils, 
and then passes it round: generally following 
itup with asmall keg usstrapped from be- 
hind the saddle, or a_ bottle brought 
forth from the depths of an old stocking. Ow- 
ing to the isolated livesthey lead, the country 
people improve every opportunity to chat 
with those they meet,and after sometime spent 
in the exchange of news and friendship’s little 
commcdities, they again embrace, catch their 
ponies, who have been allowed to stray, and 
once more take the road. 

The writings of the few travelers who have 
visited this country, give us a very high opin- 
ion of its people, and in many respects rightly ; 
but a stay of a few weeks is enough toconvince 
one that there are phases of life in iceland not 
always described. Mosttravelers do nof re- 
main long enough to modify the often over- 
high opinion of the people which one forms 
upon a visit here, or better, perhaps, which 
he brings with him. Neither is a residence 
in Reykjavik, with the usual short trip to 
Thingvalia, the geysers, and Hekla, accom- 
panied by guides and stopping at the regular 
stations, eneugh to giye one more than a faint 
idea of the real life of the people. The mer- 
chants, government officers and a few farmers 
and others, constitute a higher stratum, and 
their dress and habits are like our own, but 
by far the larger part ot the population of the 
island, and that to which refer, are the 
common farmers and the middle and lower 
Classes in the villages and towns. Intelligent 
and hoxest these people certainly are, and, as 
an ¢thnological study, exceedingly interest- 
ing, presenting, as they do, a fine picture of 
lite in all these northern countries during the 
tenth end eleventh centuries, But the visitor 
meets with nene of that fine, active—barbaric 
it you willi—life which is 80 
grandly described in the old sagas, 
end although gradually changing for the bet- 
ter, very prominent features of existence here 
ere leziness, a decided predilection for brandy 
and snuff and an utter disregard of personal: 
cleanliness. Onecan easily see where, by an 
exertion in the line of improvements, the pro- 
duce of their labor would be greatly increased, 
but thatexertion is rarely made, and the 
people are content to do as their fathers have 
done pbeiore them. The things needful 
are few energetic men, 
backed by moderate capital, to 
show these people how toimprove their tarms, 
develop the vast wealth oftheir fisheries, 
which is now appropriated by the Freach and 
Norwegians, and to lock into the vague ques- 
tion of the country’s mineral resources. As 
for the drinking habit, it will be moet with 
everywhere, but here it is certainly a great 
and universal obstacle tothe advancement of 
the people. Every opportunity is improved 
to get ‘half seas over,” and itis no uncom- 
mon thing tosee a farmer hobnobbing with 
some chance acquaintance, in the shadow of 
& rock, while his pack-ponies, loaded 
with the wares for which he has 
bartered his year’s produce, are scattered far 
along or straying from the road, and his 
riding-pony stands sieepily by, apparently 
understanding the situation. The Icelanders 
are seldom ugly or quarrelsome, nor can their 
time be reckoned as valuable, but the fact 
that not the least proportion of their scanty 
produce goes fordrink and that they often 
lose in other ways through this habit, would, 
under other circumstances, condemn 
the custom upon grounds of 
economy and thrift. ane i. >. Ge F 
however is meeting with a fair reception, and 
although hardly a year since its introduction 
from Norway, there are already about a dozen 
flourishing lodges on the island. The one 
here, established three months ago, has a 
membership of nearly one hundred and fifty, 
or not quite onestwenticth ot the population. 
Most of these are young men “work- 
ing for tke good of their country,” 
and they have already reclaimed from a pret- 
ty low state one ofthe smartest members of 
the althing or national congress, a man of 
whom it is said, “‘Were he a Briton he would 
lead parliament.” 

The ability of the average Icelander to ap- 
propriate snuff is rarely equaled. Somewhere 
I have read of a Queen Charlotte, who, in ac- 
cordance with the grace with which she did 
all things, and for which she was 
greatly envied by the ladies of her 
court, was in the habit of la ing a train of 
snuff down the whole length of her white 
satin sleeve, and then with one Sweep of her 
queenly nose, she would secure every particle, 
A few of these people empty asmall moantain 
of the powder upon the back of the hand and 
transfer it to the nose, but the way 1s to apply 
the end of the snuff horn direetly to the nos- 
tril, throw the head far back and by a shake 
of the horn,and “along pull and a strone 
pull,” obtain the desired quantity, of course 
treating the other nostril in the same way. It 
is neediess to say that they enjoy the oper- 
ation and that the removal ot external traces 
18 considered entirely uunecessary. In per- 
sonal and household habits, these people are 
emphaticelly not clean, and culinary untidi- 
nées, together with entomological discomforts 
sre not the least inconveniences of Icelandis 
travel. As regards wearing apparel, many of 
the poopie seem to have adopted the principle 
of the man who, every Saturday night, fun 
his secks against the wall. If they stuc 
they were washed, otherwise they were good 
for another week. In the towns, too, one every 
dey sees . practices that in almost 
any other country would cause the offenders to 
be fined at the hands of the law. But in re- 
—" all this, great allowance must bea 
made for the isolation of their country, and 
ceuses resulting trom no fault of their own 
play an important part in the present condition 
of the people.

The Debate on Dr. Woodrow’'s Oase Very 
Warm, 


Huntsvitie, Ala., November 7.—)s eci 
The synod of Alabama is in raat a Be ons 
is moderator. Dr. Woodrow’s case is drawing 
crowded audiences, regardless of the raing. 
An animated discussion of the majority and 
minority reports is progressing. The com- 
mittee on theological seminary called to« 
gether by Dr. Fiynn, elected Dr. Brinson 
chairman. Dr. Flynn appealed to the mod- 
erator and was sustained, but was deposed 
by a vote of the Synod, the over- 
whelming majority of which is 
favorable to the board. The committee on 
Columbia seminary recommend approving 
the election of the new rofessors, Drs. 
Vaughan, Tadlock and Hirsc man, and re- 
quest Dr. Gerardeau to withdraw his resigna- 
tion. The mejority recommend that the By- 
rod approve the board’s aetion in first asking 
Dr. Woodrow’s resignation, and this being 
refused, he reaffirming evolution doctrines, 
which the synods condemned not to be taught 
in the seminary, declared his chair vacant, 
no other way gt open to them to carry out 
the instructions placed upon them by the 
synods. The minority report was offered by 
Dr. Flynn elone, concurring with the majori- 
ty in the first part of their report, but a3 to 
their ection in ejecting from his chair Dr, 
Woodrow he submitted the following: 

‘Inasmuch as this action is based upona mis- 
representation of facts, therefore, 

eroived, That without censuriag the board 
the synod disapprove this action ef the board.” 

Dr. Woodrow opened with an hour’s speech. 
He was replied to by Messrs. Webb and Mc- 
Kee, members of the board, and Rev. Foster. 
Flynn, Stiliman end Duncan for Dr. Wood- 
row, versus the board. Mayor Webb pre. 
rented an able paper reaffirming the synod’s 
decision sgainst teaching evolution, approving 
the board asking him to resign, but disap- 
proving their hasty measures. 

Revs. Otts and Clark presented similar 
papers. With intense interest the best tem- 
per prevails, the synod stopping several times 
to pray for grece and guidance.

SHAKING THE CHURCH. 


THE AESORBING QUESTION IN 
ENGLISH POLITICS. 


The Constrvatives, Having Driven the Liberals 
From One Point to Another, Now Have 
Them Impaled on the Church Dis- 
establishment Oontroversy. 


* 


Loxpon, November 7.—The Irish question 
has, for the moment, giyen way to the reli- 
gious question in British politics. Mr. Pare 
nell is permitted to go on arranging his cam- 
paign and nominating his candidates in Ire- 
land pretty much as he pleases, while the vo- 
ters in England and Scotland are set by the 
ears over the question of disestablishing the 
church. The controversy has become exceed- 
ingly bitter. Ithas been described as “The 
combat of the established church fighting for 
life against the dissenters, struggling to de- 
siroy the state monopoly of religion.” Every- 
body in Great Britain has become deeply in- 
terested in the contest, and it is now thought 
that the result of the elections will hinge ens 
tirely on the church question alone. 
The engrossiaog importance in this 
cam peign of the question of disestablishment 
is due to the preponderating influence of the 
radicais in the liberal party. At the opening 
of the contest, the leaders on- both sides acted 
as if they thought that the campaign would 
be fought on the question of foreign policy. It 
was scon found, however, that the conserva- 
tives, having nothing better to offer on this 
issue than their predecessors in office, would 
F00n go to pieces in a political struggle based 
on that question, and the campaign was shift- 
ed to Irish matters. On these the tories got 
the better of the liberals and secured a coati- 
tion with the home rulers. While the liberals 
bad a chance of affiliation with the Parnell- 
ites, they comparatively ignored the radicals. 
The latter, therefor, opened a campaign on 
theirown account, and they made a promise 
to work for disestablishment, as the most im- 
portant pledge in their platform. 

When Gladstone and his liberal colleagues 
were aroused by the defection of jthe Parnell- 
ites to the necessity of securing acloser union 
with the radicals, the latter had raised the 
issue of disestablishment to such a prominence 
that it could not be removed from the centro- 
versy. Gladstone was compelled, therefore, 
in securing an alliance with the radicals to 
leave such radicals and liberal candidates as 
were already in tomination free to remain 
steadfastto their pledges. So many of the 
candidates have pledged themselves to dises- 
tablishment that the conservatives forced the 
question to the front, and arrayed themselves 
unitedly in faver ot the established church. 
They derived immense assistance from the 
Catholic clergy of Great Brits 
einv, headed by Cardinal Newmaz, 

The more prominent British Catholic pre- 
lates joined the conservatives in defending 
the church, taking the ground that any ra- 
ligion was better than no religion; thatthe es- 
tablished church was one of England’s greatest 
bulwarks against immorality, and that to save 
it from destruction was a moral duty. This 
but served to cement the union between the 
Catholic homerulers and the conservatives, 
and to make the whole question of prime im- 
portance. The conservatives leaders were in- 
spired to renewed activity, and'they have suc- 
ceeded in so forcing the fight that the people 
of Great Britain are tonight thoroughly 


aroused and divided on this exciting religious , 


question, and every clergyman has become, 
jor the time, a bitterly partisan politician on 
one of the two sides to the controversy. The 


conservative liberals are now doing ,their ut«— 


most to get the question removed from the 
canvatf, 

The liberal associations are everywhere at- 
tempting to discard it from the programme 
oftheir party. It is more than probable, 
however, that the tactical recognition of their 
mistake bas come too Jate. This statement is 
not meant to convey theidea that the tories 
exd Parne)lites combined will beat the liberals 
and the radicais in the number of candidates 
that they will elect to the hext parliament. 
As matters stand the liberals will probably 
elect a greater number, but the tory party has 
declared its intention to remain in power un~ 
less they are defeated by so large a majority 
as to indicate an overwhelming public expres- 
sion in favor of their retirement.

The con- 
stituencies contested by these candidates will 
nearly all insist on their fidelity to the pledge. 
In Scotland the embarrassments which lie in 
the ex-premier’s way are particularly 

reat; 1,470 dissenting Soctch clergymen 

ave signed an address to him, de- 
claring that they look to him to overthrow the 
state jchurch. In this remarkable political 
address these Scotch ministers declare: “The 
time hes come to sever the relations between 
thechurch andthestate. * * * * * Dis- 
senting. Christians have refrained too long 
from making this contest, and we now insist 
that the coming parliament terminate this un- 
just and injurious connection.”

GREAT PERSONAGSS. 


Men Who Have Attained a Wonderfal Avoir- 
dupois, 

Cardinal Wolsey was a “man of an unbound. 
ed stomach,”’ but not possessed ofa burdens 
some amount of avoirdupois, and though great, 
was notlarge. His “unbounded stomach” re- 
ferred tohis inordinate pride and ambition. 
With Sir John Falstaff the case was quite the 
reverse, technically speaking, and albeit as 


Jarge, could in no wise be considered a great 
mab ;end yethe punningly observes, when he 
wescfthe opinion tbat new honors would 
heve been showered upon him for hisclaim+ 
ing the death of Hotspur: “If I grow great, 
I'll grow less; for I'll purge and leave sack, 
and live cleanly, asa nobleman should do.” 
Thus, 1t will be seen that he was about the 
first individual to propose for himself a system 
of what at the present day is called Banting- 
ism. Falstaff was unquestionably a man of 
great avoirdupois, and it is to be regretted that 
Shakspeare has left us no record of his weight. 
Notwithstanding the fact that when he was of 
the sge of Prince Hal (which must have been 
ebout 16) he ssys: “I wes not an eaglo’s talon 
in the waist—I could have crept into an 
alderman’s thumb ring,” there is the evidences 
of the sheriff and carrier to the effect that 
be was a “‘gross, fat man, as fat as butter, and 

there 1s further evidence that when on foot he 
larded the lean earth as he walked along; but 
then Falstaff was the prince of liars; yet it 
may be that he was in a degree correct in this, 
for we havethe evidence ot Dr, Ashton con- 
cerning the Jate Mme. Victoria, the fat woman, 
who *wasthin and delicrte throughout her 
girlhocd,” that “‘many persons of small bones 
attain an enormous s'ze.” The weight of 
Mme. Victoria was prodigious—between 550 
and; 600 pounds—but there exists the 
record of much larger persons, no- 
ably in the mother ‘ country, 
in two instances, at least. The first of these 
was a Mr. Bright, the grocer, ot Maiden, in 
the county of Essex, who died in 1750, 
ion bis thirtieth year, at the net weight of 616 
pounds, and whose death was considered by 
his neighbors as a happy release to him, and 
so much the more es he thought so himself. 
He came of a family which was noted for its 
greatsize and its correspondingly great appe- 
tite. The Mr, Bright in question ,enjoyed ex- 
ceptfonally good health, and at the age of 22 
he took unto himself a wife, by whom he had 
five children. A mostamiable mind was au 
inhabitant of his overgrown body. Indeed, 
smiability and good nature seem to go hand 
in kand with obesity, else wheretore the 
pertinency of the time-honored adage, 
“laugh and grow fat?” The coffin in 
which he wes buried was three feet six inches 
broad at the shoulders, and more than three 
feet deep. ‘They had more trouble, probably, 
in getting the corpse from the house in which 
he died to its final resting place than was ex- 
perienced in the case of Mme. Victoria, for a 
way was cut through the wall and staircase of 
his house to let it down into the shop. It was 
drawn on a low-wheeled carriage to the 
church by twelve men, and was lowered into 
the grave by means of an engine fixed up on 
the cherch for that purpoge, and in the pres- 
ence of an immense number of curiesity-seex- 
ing spectators, who came from all parts of the 
country. After his death, if the bull 
may be pardoned, he was made 
the subject of & ridiculous 
weger that tive men,each 21 years of age, 
could be buttoned in his waistcoat. This wa- 
ger was decidedin the Black Bullinn in 
Malden, where not only five but seven men 
were inclosed in the waistcoat without strain- 
ing a button or breaking a stitch. But out- 

stripping Mr. Bright was the famous Daniel 
Lambert, who at the marvelous bulk of 739 
pounds died at Stamford on the 2ist of July, 
1809. Three years earlier he was on exhibi' 
tion in London with an immense following. 
At this time he was thirty-six years of age, 
and bis exhibition billsays that he was then 
ninety-one pounds heavier than Mr, Bright 
was, which would make 707 pounds, so that 
in the three years which followed up to the 
time of his death he gained 
thirty-two pounds additionel. Lam- 
bert died very suddenly, having 
gone to bed well at night, bul expiring before 
nine.o’clock the next morning: He was a 
man'who ate moderately and drank only 
water, which would seem to refute the Fal- 
eteffian theory that sack is conducive to obs- 
sity. Like all fat men, he was a fine singor, 
and possessed an excellent tenor voice. Owing 
to the immense size of his legs the coffin ia 
which he was buried had to be made in tie 
form of acase rather thanin the convea- 
tional coffin fashion, and it may have bsen 
the forerunner of our modern _ burial 
caskets It was otf stout English elm, 
and its dimensions were six feet four inches 
icpg, four feet four inches wide, and two feet 
four inches deep. He died or the ground 
floor of an inn, as he had long been incapable 
of ascending a flight of stairs. Yet there was 
trouble experienced in getting the coffin from 
the house, and the window anda part of the 
well ofthe room in which he died had to be 
taken down in order to make a passage. The 
coffin, by the way, was .built upon two axle- 
trees, and four cog wheels, and upon these 
the remains of the great man were rulled into 
bis grave in St. Martin’s churchyard, a regu- 
lar descent having been made to the grave by 
cutting away the earth for some distance. 

Dr. F. Daniel records the case of a young 
man of twenty-two, who died from excessive 
obesity, weighing 643 pounds; and in the 
English philosophical transactions for 1813 
there is mentioned the case of agirlof four 
vears of age, who weighed 256 pounds. 

No “small potatoes’ in his way was a Mr. 
Palmer, the landlord of the Golden Lion 
inn at Brumpton, in Kent. Tlive men 
could be buttoned within his waistcoat, 
yet he Icoked like a pigmy beside 
Lambert, to see whom he went expressly to 
London. He weighed about 400 pounds, and 
it is said that the superior grossness of his 
more ponderous rival so prayed upon bim as 
to cause his death within three weeks of his 
journey to London. Says Falstaff: A plague 
of sighing and gries—it blows a man up s0.’’ 

A remarkable case is that of John Love,who 
was the apprentice of Ryland, a celebrated 
engraver of London, who was executed for 
forgery in the latter part of the last ine 
Love, who became terrified by the shameful 
menner of his master’s death, gaveup the 
business he was learning and returned to his 
native place in Dorsetshire. Being at the 
time exceedingly teeble and emaciated, his 
friends, fearing that he was falling into con- 
sumption, applied toa physician, who rec- 
ommended an abundance of nutritious food 
as the best medicine under the existing cir- 
cumstances. Thus advised, Love aquired 
a taste for the pleasures of the table, which he 
was soon enabled to gratify by his success 1p 
business as a bookseller. Suffocated by fat, 
he died in his fortieth year, weighing 364 
pounds. Mme. Victoria was unquestionably 
the Jargest person of whom we have any re- 
8Brd who died on this continent, but while 
less by nearly two hundred pounds than was 
LTaniel Lambert, we are at a loss to under- 
stand why she required a coffin so much larger. 
We have had “‘many a good tall fellow” here 
in our own country, but none of them ever 
approached the lady in size. The largest 
man we ever remember to have seen in our 
own state of Massachusetts was the late Hon. 
Myron Lawrence, ef Belchertown, who in the 
old days had been styled “the Sheridan of the 
whig party,” and who at thetime of his death 
pulled. down the scales at upward ot 350 
pounds. Herein Boston we have had some 
notable fat men, among whom might 
be mentioned the _late Jailer 
Badlam, the late Dr. Moriarty, the late 
Thomes Morgan, who was the landlord of the 
old Ben Franklin, and the late John R. Hall, 
the architect. There may be cases of extreme 
obesity existing within our our midst at the 

resent time, but we know not of them. We 

o know ofseveral who will pull down the 
scales in the vicinity of 250 pounds, but that 
weight is a mere bagatelle. : ; 

Sceme men have been successful in getting 
rid of their superfiuous flesh. The most suc- 
cessful of these was, perhars, a Spanish noble- 
man, the marquis of Cortina, a general of the 
duke of Alva,whose body was in a condition of 
enormous obesity. By the excessive use of 
vinegar he so reduced himself that he could 
fold bis skin about him like a gar- 
ment. The duke of Alva flourished 
from 1508 to 1582, so it is evident that Cortina

The Biggest Organiao the Southern States is 
Now Upin the First Methodist, 

‘Go up the ladder and into the swell box.”’ 

The speaker was Mr. George Englefried, who hes — 
just completed the task of putting into tune the 
large new organ at ihe First Methodist church. 

The reporter looked at the ladder and the dark 
little room it led to overhead. 

All around were the various parts of the organ. 
In front were the beautiful y decorated pipes, and 
the keyboards, and stops, The newspaper man 
was behind the scenes. Everywhere were pipes 
and other music making machinery. Just above 
the floor of the organ loft was the great bellows, 
six by ten feet in size and, moved by a hydraulic 
engine in the basement, rose and fell like the 
heaving breast of some great animal. From the 
bellows an air trunk went up toa greatair chest 
which was the floor to the ‘’swell-box.”’ . 

‘Goup,” urgedthe organ man to the paperite. 

The reporter climbed the ladder and ina mo- 
ment stoodina dimly lighted Httle room about 
twelve feet square., A thousand pipes! By stick~ 
ing closely to the narrow walk the reporter kept 
from touching them. Up oe ge the floor came 
tiny little tubes halfan inch iong and as big 
around asa pencil. Others were bigger, aud big- 
ger and bigger, until they were great pipes wita 
voices of thunder. The organist disappeared 
througha door and took his seat at the key- 


poard. 

There was aroar! The swell box seemed to 
jump! The thipg was alive! The litte pipes 
equealed! and the big one boomed! While all 
around wasa lively chorus. A moment thething 
seemed to whisper melody. Then it oke the 
clear notes of the flute. Then the thunder of the 
storm and the roar of the cyclone until the wails 
almost shook, While the airtrembled, The man 
at the key board had a biggerjob on hand than 
the circus man who rides five horses at one time. 

The great organis nowready for use. It was 
built by H. L. Rossevelt, of New York, and is the 
finest organ in the southern states. It cost 5 500 
and has 1,180 pipes and covers a space 20x30 feet 
and the pipes are from balf an inch to sixteen 
feetlopg. Theorgan istwenty feet high. The 
organ was put up by Mr. George Taylor. 
It will not be used for 
several on. The church has

LOUIS PASTEUR, 

When Mr. Louis Pasteur was made, in 
1882, a member of the French academy, he 
was patient)y working to reb mankind of its 
dread of doge—of man’s, in the words of 
Ernest Renan—greaiful and familiar friend. 
The great ecientist kept along studying and 
testing, and within a week the news has 
come thatacure for hydrophobia has psen 
found. ie wes not looking. ‘or germs of 
hy drophobia, but for a reviedy against, and 
he declercs he has f*urd it; and when Pas- 
teur m+ kes 8065 a decleration, it takes a bold 
ma. *2!%; "he basnot. For Pasteur is scien- 
tific in his siudy and methods. He builds 
slowly and surely, and all well-informed 
medical and scientific men know that there 
is light when Pasteur announces it. 

The inestimable service he has rendered 
the race makes his career interesting. He is 
first and Jast a chemist, but heis not a the- 
orizerorcrank. Heis a lover of mankind, 
and in all hig labors he has held to a desire to 
lessen present evile—evils that exist on every 
hand, audtbat sorely efllict mankind, Cirs 
cumstances at times turned him aside, but 
whenever he could readily do ao, he gladly 
turned to exptriments of practical value. 
He left the field of molecular physics to study 
the problem of fermentation, in which evsry 
living being bas an interest. He applied the 
result cf his investigations to wine diseases, 
and tbe benefit to his own countrymen has 
been incalculable. He next studied the 
diseares of the silk worm, and it is not too 
much to say that he sayed the silk industry 
to France. : 

He wae vow forty-five years old, and exces- 
sive work at this period of his life brought 
its penalties. He was stricken wiih paraly- 
sie but health returned, and more useful 
work came to his band. He taught the 
world how to preserve beer in boitles or in 
carks, afd his method is in use in every civ- 
iiized world. He now turned his attention 
io ithe diseases of animais, and the subject 
of splenic fever in flocks and herds was taken 
up. In.his experiments he was led up to the 
theory that is involved in vaccination for 
tmallpex. He applied inoculation in the 
sheps cf ‘‘attenuated yirus’’ to eplen’c fevers, 
and when he was ready he madea public 
experiment upon fifty sheep and a herd of 
cows, One-half of them M. Pasteur yacci- 
nated with the attenuated virus, the other 
half were left. Fourteen days afterward the 
entire number of sheep and cows were inoc- 
culated with virulent virus, and in three 
days a large body of interested stock raisers 
and egriculturists assembled to learn the re- 
sult. Ont of the twenty five unvaccinated 
sheep buttwo remained alive and these were 
dying. The twenty-five vaccinated sheep 
were, bowevyer, unharmed by the virulent 
inocculation, as were the vaccinated cows, 
white the rest of the herd was suffering trom 
intense fever. So practical an application 
and exemplification of a scientific theory was

He is sixty-three years old, and there are 
wonderful discoveries yet before him perhap?, 
but when wesimply consider what he has ac.

Certainly nos such 
men as Bismarck or Gtadstone, or such the 
orists as Huxley or Tyndall, or such specau- 
lative philosophers as Spencer or our owa 
Henry George. He stands today the world’s 
vreatest benefactor—a more wonderful and 
valuable discoverer than history mentions. 
Andif any one thinks'snch praise is un war- 
ranted, let him attempt to name his superior, 
precenting of course the grounds of his 
opinion.

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HOW’ HISTORY IS NOT MADE, 

Thus far the blood and-thunderchampagne 
story related by Chauncey Depew in regard to 
Genera) Grant’s servicesinsavingthe country 
from theintrigues of Audrew Johnson have 
been verified by only two persons, Colonel! 
Frederick D, Grant and a man named Lee, 
who was one cf Mrs. Hayes’s husdand’s 
clerks. Colonel Frederick D, Grant declared 
that he could verify. the story from “‘docu- 
ments, Jetiers and personal recoliections,’’ 
but he has mcdestly refrained from doing so, 
thevgh the Depew champegne story has not 
only been bitterly'denied, but circumstantial 
Jy ditproven. 

In our opinion, Colonel Frederick D. Grant 
is misteken. The champsgne story that 
Chauncey Depew told will nothold water. Itis 
oppored to every known fact, and could never 
have been told until efter the deaths of J ohn- 
sonand Grant. General Grant’s eldest son 
hes presumed too much on the ignorance of 
the publicend the newspapers. Depew isa 
big railroad man anda millionaire. To win 
his fayor Colonel Isrederick D. Grant has 
attempted to confirm a story that never had 
any «xisience save in Depew’s wine soaked 
brair. 

Lee, Mrs. Hayes’s husband’s clerk, also con- 
fiimes the story, but he also confirms other 
things that had no existence. He says that 
Hayes tried not to be nominated for president ;

and justly ccunted in than was R, B. Hayes.

THE MEANING,

Other counties in the old 
North State have had asimiilarly profitable exper- 
ience and the same may be said of Kentucky and 
Tennessee. Nearly all the southern states are 
capable of raising tobacco, Great 
ranges of mountain land in the 
Caroiinas, Georgia, Tennessee and Alabama cou!d 
be made to pay well if devoted to tobacco, It is 
worthy of note alsothat in the tobacco regions 
manufacturing townsspring up,adding materially 
to the industrial wealth of the country.

EpiTors CONSTITUTION: It is asserted ‘by the 
prees of the city that “the doctors are excited’’ in 
view of the probable} indorsement of the proht- 
bition act by the voters of Fulton county, because 
caid act iseupposed to contain restrictions inimi- 


cal.to the welfare of the sick. 

The sections of the act referred to are: 

“Sec.6 Beit further enacted, That if a majority 
of the votes cast at any election as by this act pros 


‘ded, shall be against the sa-e, it shall not be 
lawiul for apy person, within the limits of such 
ec unty, te sell or barter, for valuable considera~ 
tion, either directly or indirectly, or give away to 
inauce trade, atany place of business, or furnish 
pt other public places, any alcoholic, spirituous, 
rm ait or intoxicating Nquors, oF intoxicating bit 
tere, or other drinés which if drank to excess will 
produce intoxication, under penalties hereinafter 

} ‘Tribe d. . 
Pi gee S Beit further enacted, That nothingin 
this actshall be so construed as to preveut the 
mrenufacture, sale and use of domestic wines, or 
cicer, or {toe tale of wines for sacramental pur 
roses; provided, such wines, or cider, shall not be 
cold in barroome, by retail; nor shall anything 
herein contained prev ent licensed druggists from 
selling orfurnishing pure alcohol for medicinal, 
art, scientific and mechanical purposes. 

It is unmistekable that the object of the pro 
posed law. is to throw a cordou around the sale 
and vse of all ‘drinks which, ifdrank to excess, 
will produce intoxication,’’ There are but three 
breeks in the line. . é 

S ction 6 does not prohibit ‘‘any person’’ from 
keeping apy oneorailof the named spirituous 
iquois, and any person or physician may "¢!v¢ 
awey’’ such liquo1s to the well 
(not minors) or the sick, provided they are not 
“sivying away’ “for valuable consideration el 
ther directiy or indirectly’”’ or ‘‘to influence trade

eection 8 docs not prohibit “the manufacture, 
sale ond use oO: Gomestic wines, orcider li not 
so.d in barrooms by retail.’’ Nor does it prohibit 
‘licensed druggists from selling or furuisbing 
pure alcohol’”’ on the prescriptions olf physi- 
Ciars, Why should any physician be 
“¢xcited,”’ or sny good citizens be alarmed by the 
provisious of this act? Idonot hesitate to say 
that, upon a fair examination of the act, it will 
be found that the interests, both of the medical 
p) ofession end thesick, are amply guarded and 
protected. It will be observed that section six 
prohibits that class of intoxicating drinks known 
es brandies, whiskies, imported wines, rum, gin, 
ales, beers, etc. I eflirm that the prohibition 
of these liquors 2re not ouly right, 
but Jargely in the interest of the 
sick, these wkom it is thought most seriously to 
afte ct. 

It is not my purpose to argue the moral side of 
the question, only so faras it touches the honor 
aid morals of the medical profession. Let me 
not be misunderstood. Physicians, with few ex- 
ceptions, sanction the use of alceholic stimulants 
in the practice of medicine. 1 am one of that 
number. But it is notorious that, wherever pro- 
hibition has gone into effrct, a sufficient 
num ber of physicians, and so called physicians, 
as well as druggists, (imported and otherwise,) 
when every person, Of every race, Or sex, engaged 
in the practice cfmedicine was at liberty to 
prescribe, and all druggists,and s0-called drug. 
gists, to dispense liquors. haye arisen to defeat 
the law, by prescribing and dispensing liquors, 
for gain. 

The trafficsimply changes hands and for the 
worst. I! our legislators could possibly framea 
law excluding sll but conscientious physiciaus 
from prescribing liquors of known purity, the 
privilege would not be denied them, 
orthe public their use, when given strictly as 
medicines. The good, true, and pure men of the 
profersion—like the good, true, and pure people 
in all walksoflife~arecalied upon to make sac- 
rifices, and sufier inconvenience for the sake of 
the right, that the weak, and untrue men of the 
profession, may not degrade it, and being ruin to 
multitudes of persons, who would claim to be 
sick, in order to precure intoxicating drinks. 

The statesman is right, Tnetrue statesman 
promuigates the great teaching ‘‘the greatest 
gocd to the greatest number.’’ Buttothe medi- 
cal man and thesick, the apparent hardship of 
tbe lew will not prove as rea!, as some suppose. 
If all diuggfsts would keep only pure spiritaous 
liquors, andcniy honest and reputabie practi- 
tioners, were permitted toemploy them, the pro- 
fession and the people, under the, law, would 
have cause forcomplaint. Nolaw, however, caa 
be framed to cover either of these necessary con 
aitons, When the purity of liquorais brought 
in question, the mejority of druggists areas heip- 
less asthe most honorable physicians. There is 
uo physician, when he prescribes braudies, whis- 
ki¢s orioreign wines, can truthfully affirm that 
his patient, save in rare instances, will get them 
destitue of hurtfuland even poisonous impuris 
tits. On the contrary, the physician and the 
druggist knows that the chances are largely against 
the sick getting a matura! or pure liquor, when 
prescribed or dispensed. It is a crime against 
humsnity that tocds, medicines, candies aud 
liquors ere adulterated and poisoned, Yet the 
crime isof daily commission. Theuseof delete 
rious and poisonous ingredients in coms 
pounded liquors is justly recognized 
as one of the great evi's of 
modern times, and theextent to which it is car. 
ried on is evidenced by theinsanities, sudden 
frepzies, sudden deaths, suicides and the short 
endings of the lives of the inebriates of these 
deys. Ought physicians to recommend any drug 
orliquorif their purity is suspected? 

Not a)! fictitious liquors, however, are liable to 
the charge of containing harmful ingredients. 
But the fact stands forth, without the shadow of 
a coubt, that the yatt majority of jcompounded 
liquors, to be commercially valuable, must ba 
cheaply mace—hencethey are loaded with dele- 
1erious subsiances to simulate and supply the 
piace_of alcoho), thatthe wste may be deceived, 
ne the appearance of alcoholic strength be given 

1€mM, 

lager beer does net always go scot-iree, and 
fermendced Jiquors do not escape. “Now nign aud 
rapid fermentation not merely produces an infe- 
rior pr’ duct, es regards flavor, but it fayors the 
formation of the poisonous alcohols, grouped to 
gether, under the general term of fuseloils. The 
distiller ;roduces even more of these poisonous 
alcohols, because he uses the largest quantities of 
raw grain,”’ 

“Tre forms of fermented liquors are numerous, 
and each form is subject to minor variations, 
dependirg on locality and season. Tae demand 
€xceeds ibe &£uppiy, and hence the strong temp. 
taticns to dilute and substitute. Within the past 
few months notice has been given of communi:< 
catiors by American consuls, abroad, to theef- 
fect, ihat the wines and brandies, exported from 
Frenceand Portugal, are fictitious articles; and 
it needs but a littie inquiry to show that a very 
large trade in liquors, more or les spurious, is 
carried on over the entite world.” 

, Recently the French legislature has been pe- 
titioned to interfere and puta stop to the whole~ 
sale jabricatson of red wines. They stated that 
it was becoming a commmon branch of indus- 
tiy to takea barrel of sour whi’e wine, and by 
means Of artificial coloring matters to convert 
it into a briiliant red, salabie article ”’ 

A good authority tells us that, in England “the 
imports from Portugal of wines have doubied 
those from Spain, trebled, and thosefrom France 
increased teufold,”’ 

“Now, seeing that the production ‘of 

best wines is strictly limited, 
we May _ szxfely  infer,’’ says Dr. Yeo, 
of Lendor, “thst there is more bad wine in 
Fogland at present than at any previous time,’’ 
He says further: “Of ali the wines that are con- 
sumed in this country, port and sherry’stand re- 
Fpopsible for procucing the greatest amount of 
mischief. An incaiculable amount of evil is 
wrought by sherry.” “Most sherries (and ports 
&'s0) are made up wines,”’ ‘'The poor man’s idea! 
oi wine is port. It is sweet. it is flery,and it has 
a good, rich color! But of all the hurtfal mix- 
tures that are sold to the poor man it is, perhaps, 
the worst.’’ Now these: liquors, especially wines, 
bre those so highly prized and supposed to be pe 
cullstly well sdapted to the deiicate stomachs 
of tick children, 

How is it in regard to doméstic wines, which 
se NOt prohibited by theact? Asarule, the pub 
lic may rely upon their purity; and when diluted, 
losy be givem to the most delicate child. These 
Wites Wil large:y supply the demands of the med- 
ice] profeesion, with pure 


irgredients, compounded ethers, astringents, or 
bister primeiplen. etc., are also efficacious. But, if 
we closely observe the custom of such prescribers, 
it will be found, not only that the effect expecte 
from alcohol outweighs that to be obtained from 
apy other ingredient, but also that, in the major- 
ity of cares, ihe come rer S ingredients are either 
ncot kpcwn orrecognized. 

“T suggest first, then, that in all cases in whiten 
the general physiological effect of ethyl eae 
Gesired, it should be given by prescription, in the 
form of a rectified spirit of standard strength. 

‘Dr. A. W. Miller, who is familiar with this topic, 
both fiom the point of view of the pharmacist 
and physician,has suggestedgeucb a standard, pure 
spirits be made officinal, under the title of spiritus 
maydisrectiacatus, Such a suggestion is in the 
interest of clinical accuracy, aud safety of the 

atient, ; 
mt the medical profession have any concern in 
its protection of the health and mora.s of the 
community, and it would certainly appear taat it 
has great concern—no_ better opportunity 
is offered for good work, than in reforming the 
widespread errors in refarence to the use of alco 
olic liquors.”’ 

” UThe use of rectified spirits in prescriptions !s to 
be recommended on the same grouud that we 
give potassium bromiieand iodide in accurate 
c orage, instead of the sea water wiich Comtaius 
them, or morphia and quinine, instead of opium 
ang Peruvian bark,”’ ; 

“Tt may be that the accessory ingredients have 
rome therepeutic value, aud it bas bcea said to 
me tbat pure alcehol, may be easily used during 
acute disesses, andin hospital practice, that in 
long continued treatment andas a dietetic, pr 
tients cannot be ee y> =e it In these cases tne 
method to bepursued, is pialn, 

Let the alcoho! be mixed withsuitable accessory 
ingredients. If a combination of bitier tonic, 
sedative and stimulant is wanted, itcaa be  pre- 
rcr.bed, andso on, There need be no diilicuity in 
the matter,’ 

Spiritus maydis rectificatusis the name of the 
spirit proposed by Dr, Miller, aud is 80 H&aMcu 
because it designates the particular kindof graia 
from which this alcohol is cerived, and preveats 
it from being com pounded with the ‘“‘spiritus fru- 
menti’’ which is now officinal, It isalcohol prox 
ducea by fermentation of coro; this fs passed 
threugh percollators containing charcoal—some~ 
timesanimal, sometimes vegetable, which absoros 
11 the fvsel oil and coloring matters. When this 
process is carefully performed we have anu absolute 
pure spirit, which is made of such strength as to 
ccntain filty per cent of aicohol by volume, and

As befcre remarked the pny-:iciaus may use ail 
alcoholic Jiquors in his practice, provided he 
‘oj ves’’ them free of charge, ‘‘withous money and 
without price,” at the bed:ide ot his patieut. 

Physicians fees are for medical services, not for 
medicines or liquors. if he clainis 
the ordinary tees for his services, he cannot 
be- chaged with the evasion or 
violation o1 thelaw ‘for valuable consideration.” 
It may be sefely assumed that, wheo the physi- 
cian does give alcobole stimuviants “without 
reward or the korye thereol’’ pecuniarly, they will 
Obply be administered when imperatively de- 
manded, lf the law is celective itis nere, but 
the defect is a mercy. 

‘You may give, vot sell,”’ saith the law; andif 
physicians are *‘ministcring angels’ they will 
cheerfully give, if the giving will save or pro 
longe buman liie.

WHAT THE TWO SIDES HAVSETO 
SAY ABOUT LIQUOR. 


An Interview With Colonel T. P. Westmoreland on 
the Position that the Probibitionists Take— 
What Juége Thompkins Bas to Bay on 
the Other Side of the Question. 


Yesterdsy a ConsTITUTION reporter interviewed 
the chairmen of the campaign committees and 
obteiped tome interesting information on each 


side of the prohibition issue. 
TRE PROHIBITION SIDE. 

The frst man met was Colonel T. P. Westmore- 
land, who is chairman of the county executiv2 
committee of the prohibition ists. 

‘How is the dry ticket?”’ asked the reporter. 

“Booming and gathering strength constantly.” 

“Do you really think that prohibition ought to 
be acopted in our city and county””’ 

“Most certainly yes.” 

‘Why?’ 

‘‘For many reasons, but chiefly these: The liquor 
trefiic as carried on in Atlanta promotes disorder 
and crime, greatly increases suffering and poverty, 
debauches the young men who become victims to 


the dripking habit, absorbs the earnings of the 
poor toav alarmingextent, and thus prevents 
the em a)] ravings which are indis- 
pensabie to 4 condition of general 
thrift. Besides all which the disappointment of 
the hopes of fond parents brought about by ths 
rvin of their sons, the hopeless despair of wives, 
who, too late, find their companions to be vic. 
tims of drink; and the awful isolation and degra 
éation of the poor drunkards themselves appeal! 
to us irresistibiy to stop this terrible tide of human 


woe. 
“Will prohibition damage the general business 
of our city?’ 

“Certainly not. Fora time, of course, some of 
the berk«epers and their employes may be outof 
work. but the local option act protects vested 
rights, aud thezsaloons will not all close atonce 
#14 the stores they vacate will soon fill up with 
stocks of goods which will be of benefit to those 
whobuy them. By the way, many of our liquor 
dealers are thrifty, industrous and genteel and 
there is no reason why they may notrun the same 
stores with other lines of goods—succeeding as 
well for themselves and profiting the community 
atibe sametime. In which case the prohivition 
people will be glad to patronize them and help 
them to prosper in the several lines of trade they 
may ete bark in..”’ 

‘‘How about rents?’’ 

“The liquor stores rent high, but they unfit 
adjacent boures for many forms of business. The 
appreciation of the rentsof these oughtto more 
than compensate for the reduction in the rent of 
the whisky stores. Andthen the rents of cot- 
tages end residences will be much better paid, 
and ibe money saved from drink will enabie 
many men to rent better homes, and after atime 
to buy or build, and this will make the bulk of 
our real estate more productive and hence more 
yaluable ’ a 

“How about an attack on §personal liberty?” 

‘“Thatis the veriest novsense, Civil liberty is 
regulated by lawin all good governments, aad 
law is defined to be ‘arule of civilconduct * * 
commerding what #@ right and PROHIBITING 
what is wroug.’ Noweverybody, with perhaps a 
Bingle exception, concedes that the liquor traiiic 
is bed in its effects on the health, fortunes, morals 
and happiness of the people. It is thereforeshown 
to be a great‘wrong,’ and is necessarily within 
the scope of just prohibitory Jegislation.’’ 

‘Ie there to be a new party’’’ 

‘By no means. This is a question above all 

litics. ‘true it will give us better government 

n the femily, and in the city and county to stop 
the sale of liquors, but it is in no sense a political 
question. Democrats are divided on this quess 
ticn andso are republicans. The only possible 
new parity would the liquormen and their 
interested friends and they would never be heard 
of aiter the first election.”’ 

“Are Jiquors necessary as medicines?’ 

‘ The doctors disagree. Some of the best think 
alcohol will enswer every purpote. Besides, the 
object of this legislatfon is not to prevent the 
proper trcatmentofdiseare. And this lawcan be 
yoodified in this respect if too stringently cons 
sirued. It willbe much easier to do this than to 
try jonger to get just reguiation under the license 
eystim, which is a deplorable failure every~ 
where.’’ 

‘How about the public schools?” 

“No prohibitionist will consent to have their 
urefulne:s im paired by reducing the 
appropriation or shortening the term. 
‘lo sum up every point isconuceded to us, except 
the ;rotebieeftect of prohibition on business. 
Aud here we are satisfied by the unvarying expe- 
rience of all the places which have tried 
prohibition, and sustained by the carefully ma- 
tured opinions of K majority of 
our own business meu, including a 
majority of our most capable, experienced 
and successful merchants and capitalists, 
and it looks like that the great benefits to human- 
ity in the promotion of peice order, happiness and 
general thriit ought not to be lostat the bidding 
oi a minority of our business men, whose fears are 
not justifed by the resultof prohibitioain any 
Otherplece. By the way, Judge Bieckley punc- 
tures the whiskey business argument wheu he 
wn od ‘The liqnor treflic competes with every 
Other business. Every dollar spent at the bar 
leaves one dollar less to be spent at the store,”’ 

“How ebout prospects?” 

“He laughs best who laug”s last.’’ The pros: 
— though brightens ‘every day and every 

our,’’ with ‘God and bumanity”’ for our battie 
cry, the churches, the women ard children help- 
ing us, and what seems to be a majority of 
the white and colored people enthusiastic for pro- 
hibition thi re appears nodanger of failure, Still 
we wish for and will work for every availabie 
bore fice voter’s support, because we wish to 
make the victory as neatly unanimousas possible. 
But il tLere be doubt about the size of the major- 
ity by which we shell carry this election, it is 
basec on registration. A large part of the prohi- 
bition yote hasso far not registered. Aud, in 
behalf of our committee, I urge our friends t9 
register at once,and let us make Phis success 
giarcd, convincing and enduring.”’ 

THE OTHER S1DE. 

The rcypoiter sought Judge Henry B, Tompkins 
and leveled a query athim, The judge replied: 

“Yes, I wes selected as chairman of thecommit- 
tee of twenty five appointed by the president of 
the citizcus’ anti-prohibition meetiug lately as- 
semnbled at the courthouse. That meeting wai 
Cailec by citizens notin any way engaged in tue 
liquor buriness, and no one of this committee ot 
twenty~five.or the executive committee appointed 
from their number, basany personal or pecuaiary 
interest, direct or contingent. in the manufacture 
Or taie of malt, yiuous or spirituous liquors.”’ 

“Haye the anti probibitionisis any connection 
with the liquor men?” 

“It was thought best by the opponents of prohi- 
bition that this anti-prohibition committee 
should haye no connection with the liquor 
men proper, This is not because there are 
not a great many _ highly respectable 
and,upricght citizens of Atlanta directly engaged 
in the liquor trade, but because the issues of the 
cenvers could more easily be met and dealt with 
in this way.”’ 

“Whatabout buying votes?” 

“Ifany persons who make aHving ontof the 
Ceaiing in liquorsshall ree fit to use money in 
procur pg votes to cefeat toe summary breaking 
up cf their business, that willbe theiraflair. Toe 
citizens committee purpose directing their ap-. 
peals tothe judgment and business interests of 
thecommunitv, Whatever they spend, aslua 
Cerstend it, willbeinthe employment ot per- 
fectly legitimate agencies. Not even the raising 
and using by the prohitbitionists of the #5.,000 
election juud lately appealed for atthe opera 
bc use by their chief exponent will inducea de 
parture from this course.”’ 

*Llo you think prohibition is democratic?”’ 

‘The doctrine of democratic and republican gove 
ei1nmenis that majorities must rule, has its proper 
limitations. And eyenif the majority of voters 
should believe in ultimate prouisition, still I 
think it would be very impolitic end harsh for 
proPibition to be voted in at this e ection. 

“There are said to be about one hundred and 
forty places in Atlanta where Mquors are soid.

“How do you think the traffic ought to ba 
maneged?’’ 

‘*The liquor traffic should be dealt with from 4 
standpoint of expediencyZfand policy, just as all 
otber political questions should bedealt with. It 
is useless, it is mere blindness to say that its reg- 
ulation isnotandshouid not become a part of 
politics. Itisand always will be a part of the 
national, state and municipal polity of this coun- 
try. Bome people believe it morally wrong to 
make, sell or drink intoxicating liquors asa bev- 
erage or even as a medicine. The discussion of 
tuch vagaries seems mainly confined tea portion 
of the clergy and those who have suffered 
overmuch through the self-indulgence or de- 
bauchery of some relative or frieud. Those who 
set themselves up as proper persons to check the 
mild indulgences of others, because they have 
not beenjendowed with sufficient selfxcontrol or 
influence to prevent themselves or their own fam- 
ily from going very far wrong, may be as honest 
as they are unwise. To boastor haying been in 
the gutter, as a method of cxining the right to re- 
form others, is nothing new. To move the 
thoughtless or emotional by hideous pictures of 
the suffering and crime occasioned by the immod- 
erate use of whisky, is part of the machinery of 
temperance lecturers, bat is nothing to the pur- 

se. It would be quite as logical to depict the 
pall of war as an excuse for a crusade against 
the manufactnre of ganpowder. My own opinion 
is, that the proper use of intoxicants has done the 
world far more good, tham their improper use has 
coneitharm. Of course the good fellowship, the 
cordiality, the intellectual and moral excitations 
that come to the moderate and social drinker can 
find no appreciation with him who uses an intox- 
—— if at ell, as a liquid with which to get 
drunk. 

It never seems to occur to a certain class 
of reformed dronkards and wife-abusers that they 
ere not just the men to teach morality or conduct 
to thatlarge class of citizens who have never 
abused their families nor suffered strong drink to 
ch picture:que [vituperation is indulged in 
bythe prohibition speakers of whisky, vile de- 
cdetions, etc., etc. It would appear that the 
liquor was forever hunting up the man toruin 
him, and thatifthe open and legitimate sale of 
it is prohibited here that everybody will be sober, 
end everybody good and prosperous. All this is 
misleading There are eight direct 
lines ol railroad leadcing into this 
city over which ardent spirits can be brought 
from numberiless cities in this and sonpeeent | 
states. The inevitable result of prohibition wouk 
be largely to benefit trade in other cities at the ex- 
pense of Atlanta. People as merchants and indi- 
vidually come here to buy hardware, crockery, 
dry goods, groceries and other articles, aud at the 
same Mean to and do buy somethingtodrink. Lif 
they could not get all they wanted here then they 
would go to other markets. 

Itmight be much betterfor these respectable 
merchants, and others who come here to trade, 
that they should be put under the dominion of 
the zealots who would like to take. outa universal 
guardianship for everybody in the land But 
as that can’t bedone the next best thing is for 
the temperate and business people of Atianta to 
conform to the laws tbat control commercial pros- 
perity,and keep her customers by allowing the 
sale of liquors to continue, The mere and direct 
loss Of several thousands of dollars to Atlanta, 
with which she now supports her free schools, 
vould be insignificant compared with the less ob- 
vious but no less certain loss that would attend 
almost every branch o! trade Perhaps the buying 
and seliing of cotton would not be curtailed, be- 
cause that basto go alongthe railroadsto the 
com prerses, and to the great markets of the world. | 
And theowner can send it hereand sell it without 
necessarily coming here in person. But the 
wholegrale and retail stores, the hotels and board- 
ing houser,and so the retail grocery and meat 
stores would all suffer materially. This would 
ramify further and reduce the repairing and 
building of houses,and the thousand and one 
jobs that go to give employment and wages to the 
mechanical and laboring classes. 

Cities, like individuals, must take care of them- 
Felves. To do this successfully they must adapt 
themsrelyes to the times and the surroundings, 
Nothing could be more foolish than for Atlanta 
to make a martyr of herselfto supposed morali- 
ties and ineffectual reformations.

1] have been a citizen of Georgia more 
than twenty-freven years, about equally divided 
in time between Augusta andthis city. All my 
manhood life has been spent in Georgia. I 
bave never voted n any other 
state, orin any couuty except Richmondand Ful- 
ton. All my outgoings and incomings are known 
to thousands of good people in Angusta and At- 
lanta during those years, ang I defy any one to 
point toa blemish in my private character. My 
record asa businessman andin my official life is 
public and is well known. Noaspersion has ever 
been made against my personal or business career. 
I was elected to the presidency of the Macon and 
Avgusta raiJroad by the casting and controliin 
vote ot the authorities of the Georgia railroad, an 
I resigned that office when I accepted the office of 
governor in 1868. The reflections which have 
been made against my political official conduct 
grew out of our differences of opinion as to the 
best means to used in order to 
relieve our state from the paralysis growing out 
ot military government afterthe war. Whether 
to accept congressional reconstruction with negro 
suffrege promptiy and make the best of it or to 
continue sulking and kicking against what seem- 
ed to me to be the inevitable. Many of those 
who had avoided active hostilities duPing the 
war were as hot and intolerant then in denounc: 
ing the motives of others who differed with them 
as they are now—‘‘invisible in war—invincible 
in peace.”’ 

I resigned the executive office in 1870. A legisla- 
tive investigation of my officfal conduct dfd not 
develop any fact reflecting upon my official integ- 
rity, but the committee finding no ground for 
impeachment, caused bills of indictmeat to be 
presented in Fulton superior court, charging me, 

wrong but alieging that 

had violated the law 

was Officially responsible 

for their acts, Upon the trial of?these indictments 

before juries of my fellow citizens, none of the 

mem bers of which sgreed with raein my political 

course it was shown that I had done the state no 

wrong, and that the offenses charged against the 

other parties for which it was sought to make me 

respousibie, had never been committed. Taree 

different juries, without delay, returned their 
yerdictaccordingly and I stood vindicated. 

Since my voluntary relinquishment of the ex. 
ecutive office I bave not allowed politics to dis- 
turbmy equinimity. I have refused all offers of 
political honors by appointment or election, and 
Iam not now secking or expecting political pre- 
ferment. Ibeg. my fellow citizens of Fulton 
county to remember thatitis not by any fault 
of mine that dead politcs have been resurrected 
end Ingged into this discussion. 

You all know my record, perhaps Rev. Dr, Haw. 
thorne dots potas he isa newcomer here; and I 
9m willing to be judged by comparison of the 
géneral condition of my state during the time of 
my administration. My record of twenty-seven 
years is confined to Georgia. It is known 
of all men and [ have no “reason to 
be esbamed of it. No man will 
now attempt to prove that any official act of 
mine wes corruptly controlled, or that a ‘‘dirty 
shilling’ ever crossed my palm. 

I have never objected to political criticism even 
in themost heated and envenomed times of our 
differences. I have been willingto wait fortime 
to cool distempered passions and to accept the 
judgment oO reason upon the re- 
sults of my official acts, and on. my public 
‘‘record.’’ Butno aspersion upon my personal or 
official integrity has ever passed unchallenged, 
nor bas any such ever been sustained. 

I bave nounkind feeling toward the Rev. Doc- 
tor Hawthorne, or any other gentleman who be 
lieves that ‘cast iron laws’’ will 
compel conversion. Weall desire temperance 
and reformation. We differ only as to the means 
whereby both may be secured. Ido not believe 
the end justifies the means proposed, or that doing 
a wrongand aninjustice tomen engagedin a 
legitimate business will merit the blessing oi

‘intoxicated or drunk,” as hela by the judge su 
perior courtin his charge to the grand jury at 
last term). and fora violation of this provision 
the punishment is even more severe than that for 
for a violation of the proposed prohibition law,

Bible Wines—Able Arguments as to Their 
Intoxicating Character. 

Mr. Epiror: Asit has been denied by promi- 
rent probibitionists that the wines ofthe Bible 
were intoxicating, I ask youto reprint au arti- 
cleI clipped from the New York Herald years 
ago t> show what prominent divines, presidents 
of colleges, professors of languages in colleges, 
“learned men” thought upon this subject. My 
viewr, which are in harmony with theirs, were 
not new but were made up from a reading of the 
plain words of the Bible, where constant refer- 
ence to drunkenness, would seem to settle the 
question that they were intoxicating in the mind 
of everyone, except thatof a prohibitionist, w20 
seems to have views which, to use\his words, 
are a “new revelation,” and a law unto himseif 
different from that of the Bible. : 

Let these ‘new Daniels,” which have come to 
judgment, and these ‘new apostles.” authors of 
the “new revelation,” different from that Jaid 
down inthe word of God, read the article and 
also their Bibles, and honestly answer the qu2s~ 
tion—were not Bible wines intoxicating? 

Is not alcohol, which is alike in both wine—for- 
eign and domestie-in cider and in whisky, the 
active agent which makes drunkenness? Is the 
alcohol in whisky or foreign wines worse than the 
alcohol which is in domestic wine orcider? Let 
these “new apostles’ ‘‘VINDICATE” their “new 
revelation.’? Theold, as laid down in the Bible, 
is good enough forme. Let us have no dodging, 
but answers.

The answers to these questions and 
otbers immediately connected with them given 
further below by a number of distinguished di- 
vines, Bible students, and phliologists of different 
denominations and various schools of theological 
thought, will shed light upon a question that ap~ 
pears to bave arsumed a general interest. It will 
be seen from a perusal o1 these opinions that the 
intoxicating quality of the Bible wines without 
any distinction is affirmed with PERFECT 
UNANIMITY, and that not & SINGLE ONE 
of the learned representatives of Bibie study is 
willing to eonfirm the claims set up by the pro- 
hibitionists of Bible wines having been merely 
the juiceof the newly pressed grapes, or the 
‘must’’ of the ancient Romans, 

VIEWS OF A DISTINGUISHED TEETOTALER, 

Rev. Dr. Potier, of Grace church, who is a toe- 
totaler, snid he had no doubt whatever that the 
Bible wines were of an exhilarating character. 


‘*How can you explain so many passagesin the 
Bible,’’ said be, ‘unless you take that view.’’ 
Take for instance such a verse as ‘‘corn shall make 
the young men cheerful and new wine the maids,”’ 
end aninfinite number of other verses like that. 
It’s periectiy preposterous after reading these to 
cCjaim that the wines of the Old Testament were 
not ofan exhilarating nature, ‘‘So much asto be 
intoxicatipg?”’ “Certainly, if immoderately 
used.’’ “But might it not have been different iu 
the time of the New Testament?’ ‘'No; the hab- 
its ofthe Jewish people were the samein the one 
period asin theother. Thereis indeed nothing 
s0 striking in the eastas the continuity and fix- 
ity of the habits of the people,’’ 

Do you think thereis eaeny recognized distinc- 
tion between fermented and unfermented wiues 
in the Bible? “Not atall.” “How astotheucw 
wine spoken of in the Bible?’ 

Thst refers to the hilarity prevailing at the via- 
tege produced by the drinkisg oi the grape 
juice. But that has nothing to do with the ques- 
ition. Ihave no more doubt that Christ drank 
frrmented wines of an exhilarating quality with 
His meals, than [{ bave of His conforming to any 
other of the prevailing habits of the people amoag 
whom He was born and brought up. The whole 
discussion of the character of the Bible wiues, 
however, is unimportant in the great question of 
temperance, if people are to be made temperate 
theaposties of temperance must settle the ques- 
tion on higher ground than tnat 

A LIBLICAL SCHOLAR’S THOUGHTs. 

Lr. Oliver, professor of biblical learning and of 
interpretation ef the scriptures at the Episcopal 
tcmiLary, said that on looking up the authorities 
on the question he had almost no doubt that the 
Bible wines were intoxicating, He quoted the 
realm in the Old Testament: “Wine tat 
Inokketh glad the heart of man” and 
Faid that would not have referred 
'o én unlermented beverage. The Hebrew word 
for wine transiated into Greek was oInos in the 
O:d as well as the New Testament, thougha period 
of pertaps 400 years separated the two, and the 
translation of the Greek word into English was 
ibe fermented juice of the grape. 

You think then, doctor, that there is no doubt 
cof the wines of the New as well as of the Old Tes 
tement having been intoxicating, No doubt 
whatever. St. Paul says; ‘BE NOT DRUNK WITH 
WINE WHEREIN IS EXCESS.”” How conld that 
reier to any but an intoxicating beverage? It 
‘hows also that the moderate use of that wine 
which would intoxicate if immoderately used, is 
not forbidden. It means: ‘‘UsE wINE BUF NoT 
WITH EXCEss,”’ The doctor added with nervous 
emphasis, as though it was almost superfluous to 
ciscuss the question: ‘Or COURSE, TRUE TEMPER- 
ANCE 1S THE USE AND NOT THE ABUSE OF WINE!” 

‘Are any wines spoken of in the Bible as being 
unjermented’?’ I remember no passage to that 
eifect. The Hebrew original for the word is 
tiroth, and the derivation even of the latter word 
(1 don’t want to bother you with Hebrew deriva~ 
tives) implies the intoxicating quality, the powar 
to £eize the brain, to speak more literally, for the 
£0 Called new wine. 

REV. DR, BUELL’S CORROBORATION. 

Rey. Dr. Buel), professor of systematic divinity 
and dogmatic theology,corroborated the Opinions 
expressed by bis colleague, To the question, 
whether the wines ofthe Bible were fermented 
anc intoxicating, bhesaid: “Tary COULD HARDLY

The Operatives Leave Their Looms and Watk Out 
ofthe Weeving Department Without Giving 
Notices, and Demand «e« Restoration of 
Weges—The Oause of the Strike, 


Yesterday morning a rnmor circulated through 
the city to the effect that the Operatives of the 
Fulton spinning company were on a ste@ke, and 
that the mill had shut down in consequence, 

A CONSTITUTION man at once chartered one of 
Ed, Peters’ glass fronts and was soon landed at 
the milis. 

Meeting Superintendent King the reporter 
Stated the object of his visitand asked him to 
give a statement of the matter, 

‘*The trouble is ithis,’’ said Mr. King, “about 8 
o’clock this morning the operatives of the weav- 
ing department of the mill, numbering fifty, 
called in a body at the office and asked for an in- 
crease in their wages. They said that they were 
gctting less money for their work than the weav. 
ers Of Giher mills in the city, and wanted the 
fame compensation that the other mills were 
paying for tbe class of workin which they were 
engsgcd. I tojd them that they were not tFeating 
us properiy, that if they were not satisfied 
they should have asked. us for an 
inmeare, and Dot gone intoa strike without giy- 
ing usa Moment’s notice. I also informed them 
that they knew it to bea fact, that whenever an 
complaints had been made I had always consid. 
ercd them promptly, and given them what I 
theughtto be justice, This I was willing to doin 
this case, and if they would return to their looms 
I wouid investigete what they had told me with 
reference to ee aid by other mills, and 
then Cecide what Iwould do. They left the of- 
ficeasI thought to return tothe weaving depart- 
mentsand a iew ofthem did go te-work, but they 


, were £00n stopped by the others, and the strike 


went intoeffect. They decided after consultation 
not te soto work, and notified me that they would 
notreturn to their looms until they knew exact- 
ly what they were going to be paid. I told them 
that I had nothing else to say and they left,’’ 

“How much do you pay your weavers?” asked 
the reporter. 

‘Some of them make as much assix anda half 
Collars a week. while others do not get more than 
four ard a half dollars for the same period. Tae 
pey ofthe weavers depends upon the number of 
jooms they operate. Thereare a few who work 
four looms, while the remainder run six and eight 
jooms. The weavers gotowork at6éa.m., and 
work until 6:45 p. m., with an allowance of three 
guartersofan hour fordinoner. The average op. 
erative in this department works about seventy 
hours a week,”’ 

“What about their claim that other weavers ia 
the city are getting more money’”’’ 

“TIT con't believe it,’’ saidiMr. King. “itis res 
ported to me that Mr. Stephens, foreman of the 
weavirg Gepartment of the Atlanta cotton 
mil’s, has been among our weavers, representiag 
to them that his factory was paying expert weav- 
crs mere money thanthey are getting here, and 
that they could make as muchas $1 20 per day in 
the Atlanta mill. This, however, I Gonot be- 
lieve We have always tried to treat our opera~ 
tives properly. and 1 am astonished tbat they 
8 ruck before first making a demaad for better 
WREEF, 

“Whendo you think the mill will cet under 
beedway seain?”’ 

“ThatiIcan’tsay. The proposition that I made 
them to go to Work and allow me to consider their 
Claims, and act upon them is open uutil Monday, 
We work 150 operatiyes inthis mill, and by rea- 
son of the strike of the weavers we had toshut 
cown at noon,’’ 

The reporter then interviewed a number of the 
operatives as to the cause of thestrike. They, in 
substance, said thatthey hed quit work because 
they were not getting enough pay. They’said taat 
the increase asked for was onlya restoration of 
the scale of prices that ashort time ago was cut 
cown on the complaint of dull times, by the 
owners of the mill, Elsaas, May& Co. The reduc- 
tion was about $1.50 per week, They said that 
they Cid not know when they would go to worsg, 
They weuld rot gointo the weaving room until 
they knew what they were going to get. The op- 
eratives appeared t0 be orderly audinc ined to 
take thing quietly.

A MEBTING OF THS ANTI PROHI. 
BITIONISTS.

Diry Meet stthe Hall atthe Gorner of Mariettaasd 
Fountry Streets—4 Nomber of Speakers Taik

Speakers Had to Sey, Eto., Eto. 


An enti-prohibition meeting was held last 
nightin the hall corner Marietta and Foundry 


ptreete. 
The meeting was largely attended and the 


crowd was orderly. Mr.J. J. Spalding, in 
opening the meeting, stated that the. parties 
to whom hed been entrusted the lighting and 
‘peating ofthe hall had failed to do their duty, 
and that many who had come early had went 
sway. Mr. Spalding said that the gentle- 
men who had _  calied the meeting 
were not interested in bar 
roomr, but were men who had lived in that 
ward end who were working for what they 
believed to be right. They were opposed 
t the prohibition Jaw and did not believe it 
would sccomplish the purpose intended. No 
men or set of men bed the right tosay what 
others must 
DRINK, FAT AND WEAR 


ard dictate the moralsof others. Experience 
teaches that prohibitory law would not ac- 
complish good. Mr. Spalding spoke forcibly 
ageinst prohibition and eaid it was nota 
question of temperance but one of bread and 
meat. 

Governor Bullock was calledjand responded 
briefly. He said that he favored temperance 
end morals, but that he was opposed 
tothe extreme prohibitory laws now being 
forced upon the people. He said that the 
cotton factory had been contemplating the 
purchase of $100,000 worth of additional ma- 
chinery, giving employment to three or four 
hundred more hands; but that the invest- 
meut would not be made if the vote of a ma- 
jority of our people is to control private 
rights. The effect of the movement is al- 
ready being felt and people are slow to invest 
iheir money. 

PROHIBITORY LEGISLATION 
is not what the people want. 

Colonel J. N. Bateman was the next 
epeaker. Ile said the question before the 
people was one of vast importance, and for 
the first time in her existence Atlanta was 
called upon to speak atthe ballot box and 
pay whether she must live or die. Intoxica- 
ting and malt liquors are articles of trade by 
law end recognized as leading articles of 
commerce under and by virtue of these laws. 
Citizers have all they possess in them, know- 
ing itto be legal. Isit right now to destroy 
their property, when we,.by our own actions, 
made it legal and right? These men have 
complied with the laws. They pay their 
texes, licenses,ete. is it right to rob them of 
their legal rights end sacrifices their property 
and makethem euffer? A great many men 
who ere prohibitionists have made from the 
bucket shops of the country, which‘has dons 
as much harm in the way of making peovle 
poor as liquor, great fortunes. 

From the city clerk it can be seen that in 
this city ninety-one retail liquor houses pay a 
license of $500; eight beer saloons - pay 
ra license of $100 each; six 
wholesale liquor houses pay $25 each, making 
for all of them for license for one year $46,450. 
Teke the stock, fixtures of all this business 
and the whole of it amounts to $1,500.000. 
Addthe $15 advalorum tax, $22,500, makes 
$68,950. Now, with one fell swoop you would 
take a)l this from the city treasury. Ninety- 
nine houses rent for $50 per month, makes 
$49,500 for one year. Three hundred dwell. 
ing houses at $15 per month, $54,000 per year. 
Directly and indirectly you take from the 
people rearly $200,000. 

Will this measure be a benefit tothe poor? 
Can the laborer stand it, with building stop- 
ved? Why is it that the seven stores on Ala- 
Jama street are not occupied, and other 
places in the city? 

This is a fanatical measure, conceived in 
the urholy thoughts of wild, ramping fa- 
natics and brought forth in their iniquitious 
actions. By their unholy efforts from the 
beginning of time up to the present, 
they have dethroned kingg, upset govern- 
ments. brought about ae and in this our 
own country, only a few years ago, they 
caused it to roll in its own blood. 
Many mey not agree with me, but this move- 
ment is only a stepping stone 
wndsentering wedge to more tyrani- 
¢al and oppressive measures than this one 
siready is. If they shoula be successtul in 
this one, it will be only a few years §before an 
attempt will be mads to prohibit theatrical 
companies, circuses, basball and other inno- 
cent amusements from crossing the borders of 
yourstate. At baseball they have already 
made a strike. Give them the 
power and they will close your 
opera houses, your dancing academies and 
your skating rinks, for the leaders in these 
measures oppose all of these innocent amuse- 
ments equally as much and with the same 
zeal that they now advocate this one. 

(| Mr. Batemanspoke at length concernin 
the effect of prohibition in other counties, an 
told how elections were carried fraudulently:

GOING POR RECORDER ANDERSON, 

Mr. Alex Mattison followed Colonel Bate- 
manina ay ae address. He said that pro- 
hibition was bad for the laboring man; that it 
wouldtake bread from their mouths. The 
law could not be enforced, and if it could be, 
it ought not in order to save a few 
reprobate sons. He attacked the 
record of Sam Jones and Sam

Kiow to Make a Hustle.

The steels 
can be found at the notion counters ofany of the 
largeshops. To makea bustle, three of the lonz 
ones and one of the shorter are required. Take a 
singie width of white muslin, or, if preferred, 
gray dress lining.

Stitcha hem an inch wide in 
the bottom and make three tucks the same width 
at regularintervals in the lengthof the cloth, 
Stitch the tucks on both edges so that they wil! be 
flat. Insert the steels, putting theshortest one at 
the top. Secure them and sow tape to each one, 
tying the bustle into shape. Plait the top iato 
the width required for the back and put a narrow 
band or tape around it long enough to fasten in 
front. Sew lengths oftape on the second steel 


from the bottom and the second from the the top 
of sufficient length to tie around theskirts. This 
will prevent the bustle from ‘‘flopping’’ from side 
toside A bustie made likethis will never get 
crooked and make the wearer look as if one side 
was deyeloped on a larger plan than the other. It 
is more comfortable than a haircioth bustie and 
less expensive. The entire cost of the materials 
wili uot exceed forty cents.

An excellent cold cream can be made by melt:

An excellent way to remove dandruff from the 
head, which is sometimes yery troublesome, is to 
wach the head in camphor and borax—an ounce

To giezea shirt front, melt together with a gen- 
tle heat one cunce white wax and two ounces of 
spermaceti; preparein the usual way a suflicient 
quantity of starch fora dozen bosoms; put into 
it a piece of enamel the size of a hazelnut; this 
will give clothes a beautiful polish. 


To prevent the face from chapping in winter, 
bave mixed in a two eunce bottle one ounce of

retiring. 


To take scorch out of clothes, put the article 
where bright sunshine will fall on it; peel and 
slice two onions, extract the juice; cut up half 
ounce of fine white soapand add to juice; two 
ounces of fuller’s earth anda hbaif pint of vine- 
gar; boil all together; when cool, spread over the 
scorched clothing and let remain until dry; taea 
wash and boil out the articles and the scorch will 
disappear unless burned so badly as to break the 
threads.

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CHARLES STANHOPE'S BROTHER 


A Tragic Story of the War Related From 
Facts Given by a Member of the 
Tenth Georgia Regiment.

The ups and downs, changes and vicissi- 
tudes that marked the disastrous spring of 
1865 found me serving as surgeon in one of the 
brigades belonging to General Hoke’s divis- 
ion, C. 8. A., then stationed in eastern Caro- 
lina. 

The fall campaign had been a very severe 
one, and hard fighting, disease and starvation 
had doneso much tothin our meagre ranks 
thet all sorts of means were resorted to for the 
purpose of refilling them. 

Thirty days’ leave was the usual reward of 
the lucky fellow who could bring a recruit 
back with him, and of course the ardor for ra- 
cruiting developed itself very strongly among 
our starved and ragged soldicry. Among the 
meninmy brigade was a splendid young 
fellow named—well, we’!] call him Stanhope— 
a great, stalwart, young six foot giant, very 
good looking, and with the pleasantest temper 
and manners of any man lever saw. He was 
under my care for some time, for, as 1 said bo- 
fore, the fall campaign had been peculiarly 
severe, and constant exposure to bad weather 
on guard and picket duty, bad fare and the 
like brought on asharp attack of pneumonia 
for Stanhope, and as soon as he was fit for 
travel we pot him a twenty days’ furlough 
and sent him home for his mother to feed up 
and strengthen, theugh often the women at 
home had as little to eat as the men in the 
trenches. 

When bis leave expired Stanhope returned 
to HE bringing with him a recruit, which 
entitled him to another twenty daya’ furlough. 
So it was about the first of January when he 
got back to the command. 

I wes at Captain L’s. quarters when Stan- 
hope reported for duty, accompanied by an- 
other recruit, whom he introduced as his 
brother Frencis. There was something very 
thy and diffidentin the manners of the new 
recruit, and Stanhope evidently sympathized 
with him to an extent that completely unbal- 
anced him and made him awkward and hesi- 
tating inturn. Francis was very handsome, 
hardly more than seventeen, and small for his 
ege, with a very fair, sensitive complexion, 
thick, curly huir and beautiful dark hazel 
eyes, which, however, were very rarely lifted. 

here was no sign of beard on the round dim- 
pled chin or pretty childish mouth. 

There was something so charmingly simple 
and innocentin his manners that the captain 
and I were ceptivated instantly, and detained 
him sometime in conversation. ‘Captain,” 
said Stanhope as they were leaving, “will you 
permit Francie and I to occupy a ily as remote 
trom the other men as possible? Frank’s 
mother is very much afraid that he will con- 
tract diseases of some sort, and he never spent 
a nightaway from home beforein his life. 
He was the youngest and has been raised 
like a baby.” 

“Certainly, Stanhope, anything I can do to 
make camp life less rough tor your.brother | 
sbell be glad to know until he is hardened into 
euch a veteran as yourself,” replied the genial 
captain, and the brothers thanking him,withs 
drew. 

During the months that followed I tried in 
various ways to cultivate young Stanhope’s 
friendship, but he was so shy and reserved 
tnet I made butlittle progress, and finally, 
repelled by his gentle yet impassable reserve, 
I let him alone. 

He was as little known by his comrades as 
by me, At first they were disposed to make a 
pet of him, but he so steadily repuised ail 
their edvances that he soon alienated all their 
r<pard, and if Stanhope had not been the most

“Very well, Stanhope; if you refuse to lis- 
ten to reason I will mention these facts to 
your brother and see it he will consent to the 
larther sacrifice of your health to his comfort.”’ 

Stanhope started forward eagerly and said: 

‘For heaven’s sake, major,if you have the 
least particle of regard for me, don’t speak of 
this to Frank. He has no idea that I am doing 
extra work. He does not altogether under- 
stand our position here. It isall my fault. 
I don’t explain things to him, you see, he is so 
delicate and so devoted tome. It was only to 
be with me that he enlisted atall. You see 
for vourselfthat heisn’t fitfor army life. 
Promise me you won’t speak to him,” 

His manner was absolutely passionate in its 
earnestness, and I gave the required promise, 
saying lightly: 

‘You are wonderfully devoted to each other. 
What will become of the other if one of you 
should take a notion to marry? A wife would 
separate you to a great extent.” 

“There is no danger,” he answered quictly. 

The weeks passed swiftly, and the army was 
falling back towards theinterior. The battles 
of Kinston, Averysboro, Smithfield had been 
fought, and we made on the 19th of March 
what was to prove a final stand at Bentons- 
ville. 

The night before the battle Charlie Stanhops 
came to my quarters and said: “Major, I wish 
you would detail Francis on some duty that 
will keep him out of the fight tomorrow. 
I feel a horrible presentiment of coming trou- 
ble, and it must presage his death, for nothing 
else could affect me so.”” He was in a state of 
terrible nervous excitement, ghastly pale and 
shaking all over with astrong nervous chill. 
“Before we go anv farther, my fine fellow, I’il 
give you agisssof brandy and rally those 
sbaken nerves a little,” I answered, proceed- 
ing te administer it as lspoke. In afew mia- 
utes, with the help of the brandy, he managed 
y to pull himself together somewhat, and then I 
said quietly: “Now,tell me when this ner. 
vous seizure came on and what you have been 
doing to prostrate yourself so greatly.” 

Hesmiled a wintry smile and answered: 
‘‘You call it nervousness; I know it is a pre- 
sentiment, I wes standing by the tent door 
watching some of the fellows play ball. It was 
just 5 o'clock, for the bugles of Starr’s battalioa 
were blowing ‘water call.’ I felt perfectly 
well and cheerful—indeed, : was laughing at 
the prarks of eome of the boys—but just as the 
firet bugle sounded e horror of great darkness— 
ebsolute, palpable derkness—rashed over me; 
despair, herror, anguish of soul took possessioa 
of me. I don’t know how long it lasted, but 
when I began to redbver myseifand was able 
to regson the only couscious idea I had was 
that I bad received a forewarning of aw!lul dis. 
aster, and, of courre, that can only be the 
death of Francis.” 

See how much the thought afflicted him, I 
said:

1 went at once to Captain L. to ask if the 
younger Staphope could be kept out of the 
impending fight, frankly telling the reason for 
the request. Captain L. answered: 

‘That sort of old woman’s folly don’t sound 
like Stanhope, and I don’t well see how I am 
to spare fany available man. My company 
barely musters two-thirds fit for duty, and ail 
the details have been made already. If we 
take any provisions tomorrow I’ll try and send 
young Stanhopetothe rear with them and 
that’ about all I can promise.

* Towards morning my field work was alli 
done, and lagain sought Frances Stanhope. 
Overcome by grief and weariness she had 
falien into a heavy sleep. I lifted her in my 
arms and placed her inan ambulance boside 
the body of her husband. 

When we reached the house that I was 
using as a hospital, 1 gave herin charge of 
one of the ladies who was nursing there, de- 
siring that she be = to bed and kept as quiet 
as possible. The lastsad rites were paid to 
the remains of Charles Stanhope. There was 
but scant time for sentiment and grief. 

Towards evening & message was brought to 
me that Mrs. Stanhope wanted to seeme. I 
immediately hastened to her room. 

Sbe was lying in bed, her delicate beauty 
heightened by feminine appsrel,and asl 
came up she held out both hands, saying, 
brokenly: 

“Oh, doctor, how can I thank you for all 
your kindness to me?” 

“By saying no more about it, madam,” I 
answered, as I seated myself by the bedside 
and took her throbbing wrist between my fin- 
gers to count the flying pulse. After some 
questions as to her general condition, she said 
timidly: 

‘‘Doctor, | would like to tell you how I came 
to be here. Itis due both to your kindness 
and to the memory of my husband. I was the 
last and only surviving child ofa large family, 
and had been spoiled all my life, until I knew 
ne will but mine—no standard of right apart 
from my desires.

I think now if I had really 
known whatI would encounter in camp lite 
I would not have faced it, even to be with 
Charlie. 

‘But I was wilful and Charlie,though sorely 
against his judgment and desire, had to yield 
to my tears and importunities. Mother heipsd 
me make my uniform, and through the neigh- 
borhoed it was given cut that I was going to 
the eastern part of the state to stay with rela- 
tives of mother’s, se 1 could be near Charley. 
When the lest day of his furlough came he 
mede a final appeal to me to stay at home, but 
the thought of separation from him was worse 
then anything elee I could imagine, and [ 
only clung to him and cried so bitterly that 
ke yieled to my tears.

A GREAT BATTLE 


TO BE VIVIDLY PORTRAYED UPON 
CANVASS. 


A Panorems of the Battle of July 224, 1864,in Front 
of Atlante— Famous Artiste Engaged to Do the 
W ork—The Materiais for it all Ready— 
Interesting Incidents Revived. 


The place about Atlanta which possesses 
the highest historical interest is the battie- 
field of the 22d of July, 1864, just beyond Oak- 
land cemetery. This scene of one of the 
fiercest end bloodiest battles of the civil war. 
now preserves few traces of the fiery tide 
which once surged and swept through its for- 
ests and over its slopes. Itis hard to stand 
now smid those fertile fields and pleasant 
groves and imagine the scenes of bloodshed 


end horror of which they were once the scene. 
But there are memorials of that battle still 
preserved which are to be utilized to repro-

A VIVID PICTURE 

of what transpired there over twenty-one years 
ago. 

eTen years ago Phillipiteaux, a famous 
French artist, painted a panorama of the 
seige of Veris by the Prussians... Before that 
time no panorema had ever been constructed 
which wes more than 25 feet high, with a 
corresponding diameter. The original ‘‘Seige 
of Paris’’ is 50 feet high, by about 450 fest in 
circumference. : 

Nearly every great city in Europe now has 
ite panorama building. Itisa polysided and 
permanent structure for the exhibition of such 

rest panoramas as that of Phillipiteaux. 

‘hese panoramas are of about the same size, 

end are thus interchangeable. That now at 
Hemburg can be taken to Paris and fitted in 
the building there, or to London, or to half 
a dozen other European cities. The success of 
theee enterprises in Europe has led to the con- 
struction of similar grand panoramas of 
Americen historical events. The battles of 
Gettysburg, Shiloh and Vicksburg are now 
illustrated in this lively manner. The grand 
panorema of Missionary Ridge is now fast 
approaching completion, and it will rank with 
the best of the European works of this charac- 
ter. 
MR. THEO. R. DAVIS, 
who wes the war correspondent of Harpsr’s 
Weekly, has made a careful reconnoissance of 
the battleground of July 22d, 1864, in front of 
Atlanta, for the purpose of having it represent- 
ed on canvaesin the highest style of art. Mr. 
Davis says that the composition of this work 
will be as interesting as any ever made. He 
has the best possible facilities for his work. 
He made numerous sketches on the ground 
during and after the battle. His tent was just 
by that of General Sherman and probably 
no Men saw s0 much of the general aspects of 
the great battle asdidhe. In the panorama 
~ the entire foreground will be filled with either 
action or incident. General Sherman and 
part of bis etaff will be near enough to be eas- 
ily recognized by the observer. Generals Lo 
gen, Charles R. Woods, Smith, and other fed- 
eral cflicers, will occupy prominent places 
in the foreground. The faces of 
Hood, Hardee and other confederate chieftains 
will be easily recognized. Sheriff Thomas, of 
Fulton county, who distinguished himself by 
bis gallantry on that day, will have a promi- 
nent position.

An Ordinance for the Protection of Haman Life, 


Be it ordained by the mayor and general council 
of the city of Atlanta.

DISCUSSED.

@overror-@retchs ‘of Timbe trom Which

Ecuter, &.C., Novemmr 4—[Special Cor- 
yespondence |—Scuth Carolinians sre more 
conecrvetive than Georgians—they are not 
gencrelly stirred up as much about politics. 
This ycer, however, the gubernatorial ques- 
tion iealready being extensively discussed, 
end candidetes for the position are being 
named a year before the meeting of the stats 
democratic convention. 

Hon. liugh 8. Thompson, of Richiand, the 
present incumbent, hes been mentioned 
among the candidates. There is no public 
menin South Carolina more popular than 
Governor Thompson, wor is there a more con- 
Ecientious men or thorough gentleman in the 
state. His nomination for the governorship 
by the state convention in 1852, was hailed 
with pleasure throughoutthe state, He was 
elected governor over the boastful greenback- 
er, J. Hendrix McLane, and was renominated 


end re elected without opposijion last year. 
Tie hat made a good, conservative governor. 
Before his pomination -for governor he had 
been, for six years, superintendent of educa- 
tion. Heisa good speaker, and it canbe 
truly eaid of him that the office sought him, 
he did not seek the oflice. 

Colonel John Peter Richardson, of Claren- 
don, has admirers who wish to see him gover- 
mor. Colonel Richardson is now serving his 
ihird term as state treasurer, and comes from 
a etock which has served the state long and 
well. His grand uncle, nis father, his uncle. 
in-law and his first cousin, all filied the guboers 
patorial chair of Carolina. The colonel is a 
pleasing speaker, a most agreeable man, with 
merked executive ability and numbers 
friends throughout the state. 

General Edward McCrady, a leading lawyer 
of the Charleston bar, and a man of great lit- 
erary ability, is also a gubanatorial candidate, 
A member of the legislature since ’80, he is 
the author of a law which has made a deep 
impression upon the state—the state registra- 
tion and election law. He took an active part 
forthe laws against duelling and carrying 

ncealed weapons, and he has the honor of 
eing the first who suggested the state rail- 

road commission. General McCrady is unques- 
tionably one of the most influential members 
of the state legislature. 

The classic old ‘city by the sea” 
has avother candidate, in the person of Cap- 
fain William A. Couriénay, mayor of Charles- 
ton, whore wonderful recerd as the reform 
meyor of Ynet city, gives him a firm hold in 
the eoples’ estimation. He has made a great 
Buccess of his administration as mayor, and 
has the ability to make as good a governor. 

‘‘Uncle George Tillman,’’ of Edgefield, isa 
wandidate, and he is regarded as one of the 
Bmartest public men in the state. For several 
years he has been a member of congress, and 
to him, perhaps, more than to any other Caro- 
lina congressman, does South Carolina enjoy 
having seven, instead of five congressmen, as 
formerly. 

The political rise of John C. Sheppard, an- 
other of Edgefield’s sons, is something re- 
markable. When about twenty-six years of 
age he was a delegate to the St. Louis nation- 
al convention. Thesame year he was elected 
@ member of the legislature. Attwentysseven 
he was elected speaker of the house, a position 
he held for five years. In ’S2 he was elected 
lieutenaat-governor, and now, not yet thirty- 
six years old, he is serving his second term in 
this office, and is mentioned for governor. 

Colonel James N. Lipscomb, of Newberry, 
has also been spoken of. For nearly nine 

ears he has been at the head of the grange 
in South Carolina, was state senator, and. in 
783 was elected on the ticket with Governor 
Thompson as secretary of state, a position 
which he still holds. Colonel Lipscomb can 
make a telling campaign speech and abounds 
in anecdotes. 

Genera! John Bratton, of Fairfield, was the 
allant commander of a brigadein the con- 
ederate war. In 1880 he held the responsi- 

ble position of chairman of the democratic 
state executive committee. That winter he 
yas elected comptroller general, and last No- 
vember he was elected to fill the unexpired 
congressional term of the lamented John H. 
Evins. General Bratton has been very prom- 
inently mentioned before in connection with 
the cflice of governor. 

Samuel Dibble, of BT like Till- 
man, is a congressman, and like that gantle- 
man, hes also been spoken of for governor. 
He is a leading citizen ofthe lower portion of 
South Carolina and represents the most im- 
esac district in congress, for it isin his 

istrict that the city of Charleston is situated. 
Mr. Dibble has been elected tocongress two 
or three times. 

Colonel Asbury Coward, of York, is one of 
the leading educators of thestate. In con- 
junction with the gallant Micah Jenkins, he 
started a military school in Yorkville thirty 

ears ago, and itisstillin sucoessful opera- 
ion. Nota few men of our state were at one 

time cadets at his school. Colonel Coward is 
now superintendent of education. 

The staid old county of Darlington also has 
@ candidate for governor—Colonel Berryman 
W. Edwards—a lawyer and president of the 
Baptist state convention. Heisthe only gu- 
bernatorial candidate from the Pedee section. 

Ot the above, Thompson and Coward are 
teachers by profession; Courtenay is manager 
of ena lines from Charleston to New 
York and Philadelphia; McCrady, Sheppard, 
Dibble and Edwards are lawyers, while Rich- 
ardson, Tillman, Lipscomb and Bratton are 
identified more with planting than any other 
profession. 

Such is a glance at the gubernatorial candi- 
dates which have been mentioned in this 
state. loubtiess other candidates will appear 
in the field before the convention meets next 
summer. The number of candidates show 
what a great state South Carolina is, for it is 
notevery siate that has such a good array of 
candidates to pick trom when she wants a gov- 
erpor.
